Under date of France, Feb. 20, 1919, Gen. John J. 
Pershing, U.S.A., commanding the A.E.F., sent a letter 
to Major Gen. Peter Traub, U.S.A., who was in com- 
mand of the 41st Division, in which the division is most 
highly praised for its splendid work. The letter, which 
was mailed to General Traub after he had left France, 
said: 

My dear .General Traub: It gives me a great deal of pleasure 
to extend to you and the officers and men of the 41st Division 
my compliments upon their excellent appearance and bearing at 
the inspection in the Embarkation Camp at Brest on Jan. 31, 
just previous to your departure for the United States. 

The 41st Division has had the longest and hardest career of 
service in the American Expeditionary Force. One of the first 
five divisions to arrive in France, organized and trained as a 
combat unit, it was immediately broken up and majority of 
its personnel was sent to combat units, and the part these men 
played is a matter of history of the 1st, 2d, 26th and 42d Divi- 
sions with which they were identified. Those who remained 
with the 41st Division to handle and prepare replacements 
for battle have had a hard and unexciting part to play. Yet 
the Division’s accomplishment has mn as important as the 
work of any of those units who had the better fortune to re- 
main as combat divisions and win glory at the front.

THE 52D PIONEER INFANTRY. 


The 52d Pioneer Infantry, U.S.A., under command of 
Col. Reginald L. Foster, which arrived at Hoboken, N.J., 
on April 13 from France, was formed from the regiment 
of what was the old 12th N.G.N.Y., at Spartanburg, 
S.C., after the regiment was broken up and nearly all 
its officers and men assigned to help fill up other com- 
mands. -The manner in which the old 12th was broken 
up may be seen by the following official data concern- 
ing transfers made on Oct. 1, 1917; 320 men were trans- 
ferred to the 107th Infantry; 293 to the 108th; 222 to 
the 102d Ammunition Train; 142 to the 105th Infantry; 
186 to the 104th Field Artillery Regiment; 144 to the 
102d Supply Train; 87 to the 102d Engineers; and 
others were sent to the 52d Field Artillery Brigade, 
102d Train and Military Police and the Medical De- 
partment. Other transfer of men were made later and 
finally the 52d Pioneer Infantry was organized and 
filled up mostly by replacements. 

The 52d Pioneers reached Brest on Aug. 11, 1918. 
From Le Mons they were sent to Ancemont, back of the 
Argonne front, in the Verdun sector, which position 
they reached on Sept. 20, 1918. From Ancemont the 
men were sent to Malancourt Vauquois, where they re- 
mained until Sept. 26, when they took up their posi- 
tion back of the front line in the Meuse-Argonne sector. 
Colonel Foster had only the highest praise for his men. 
Although never in action he said that the regiment was 
undér continuous enemy fire for forty-seven days, the 
very impotence of its personnel to strike back at the 
enemy being one of the most regrettable features. The

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disease speak volumes for the general health of the 52d,” 
said Colonel Foster.

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ANTI-GAS COMPOUNDS. 

Many mercantile firms whose activities apparently 
were outside the field of warfare were called upon for 
war service in ways that it is only recently possible to 
make public. An instance of this was the manufacture 
of two substances important in gas defense by the firm 
of Colgate and Company. Difficulty was encountered in 
keeping the eyepieces of the gas mask—lenses of glass 
or celluloid—free from congealed moisture that blinded 
the wearer. The need of an anti-dimming material was 
recognized by the War Department in preparing equip- 
ment for the first overseas fighting contingent. After 
many experiments, Colgate and Company turned over to 
the Government a formula of a compound made in 
stick form, which was accepted, and the company was 
eventually called upon to turn out 100,000 sticks a day. 

The method of applying the anti-dimming compound 
was simple. A small quantity was rubbed over the eye- 
pieces, which were afterwards polished with flannel 
cloth. After this treatment the moisture instead of col- 
lecting in drops, spread over the glass in a thin sheet 
which did not affect its transparency in the least. As 
the effect of one application lasted for days, one stick 
should have been enough for a lifetime. But unfortu- 
nately the little tin box used as a container, which was 
sturdy and well made, presented to the doughboy allur- 
ing possibilities as a holder for matches or cigarettes— 
and away went the stick. It was necessary to have suf- 
ficient sticks to replace any that were lost. 

Another substance, known as Sag Paste, made by the 
Colgate Company, was used to combat the frightful 
mustard gas, used so extensively during the latter part 
of the war. This gas, which strictly speaking was not a 
gas at all but a volatile liquid, not only affected the 
throat and lungs, but where it penetrated the clothing 
caused serious burns—especially where the skin was 
damp from perspiration. The commander-in-chief cabled 
to Washington urging that something be found to coun- 
teract the effect of mustard gas, and shipped abroad as 
soon as possible. Haste was the first consideration and 
the first experiments were made with materials which 
were procurable at once in large quantities. Various oint- 
ments were tried, and one submitted was found to give 
the needed protection, and Colgate and Company began 
its manufacture with all haste. The paste was packed 
in special large tin tubes, seven inches long and an inch 
and a half, in diameter and hundreds of tons were 
shipped abroad. 
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“THE ARMY MUSIC SCHOOL. 

Before the armistice was signed the U.S. Army Music 
School at Governors Island, N.Y., was called upon by 
the War Department to provide fifty bandmasters each 
month during ten months, for service in the overseas 
Army. Capt. Arthur A. Clappé, U.S.A., commandant 
of the school, called the matter to attention through our 
columns and as a result, nearly 1,800 candidates made 
application. By a questionaire system a preliminary 
examination was made of each candidate, and all mat- 
ters were in readiness to proceed with the final steps, 
when, owing to the armistice, an order of suspension 
was received. Enlistment and drafting being also sus- 
pended and demobilization begun the Army bands were 
depleted to a lamentable degree. 

Now that voluntary enlistment is again operative, it is 
desired to rebuild our Army bands, and it is of interest 
to call attention to the work of the Army Music School. 
Located in New York Harbor, on Governors Island, the 
school is under direction of Capt. Arthur A. Clappé. Its 
purpose is the training of bandsmen, assistant band- 
leaders and bandmasters. For each division there is a 
special course of instruction; the two former of one 
year duration, and the latter of two years, each fitting 
the student for the next higher course. The education, 
consequent on enlistment in the Army, is absolutely free 
of cost to those privileged to enter the school. Students 
receive the pay and allowances of their rank or grade 
receive the pay and allowances of their rank or grade. 

From comparison with the cost of a musical educa- 
tion at civilian institutions, none of which are so thor- 
oughly adapted to the special purpose of military musi- 
eal training, the instruction received by the bandmaster 
students, it is estimated, has a money value of over 
$2,400 for the two-year course. By pay and allowances 
for rank of sergeant, for instance, he benefits as follows: 
Eduéation,’ room and board, $2,400; base Army pay, 
$528: the year, $1,056; total $3,456. This does not in-

clude’ clothing allowance, medical attendance, and other 
matters free to the soldier, but costly to the civilian, 
which would bring the benefits offered the aspiring Army 
musician up to not less than the equivalent of $3,700 
for the two years during which he is studying to fit him- 
self for the position of an Army bandmaster. 

But the above does not state all the benefits. It is 
believed the new Army reorganization bill will contain 
a provision for the commissioning and subsequent promo- 
tion of Army bandmasters from the rank of lieutenant 
to other and higher ranks later on. If young men who 
are desirous of. starting out in the musical profession 
will compare the foregoing with the position of and 
emoluments received by bandmasters of advanced age 
in civil life, they cannot fail to perceive the greater bene- 
fits to be obtained by selecting the Army as their field 
of musical endeavor. We understand that the Army 
Musie School has a number of vacancies, to be filled by 
enlistment in the bandsman grade, which is the first 
Step in the career leading upward to the position of 
bandmaster in the U.S. Army.

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OBSERVATION AND Ick Parrot SERVICE. 

For the purpose of carrying on the International Ice 
Observation and Ice Patrol Service, the U.S. Coast 
Guard cutters Androscoggin and Tallapoosa have been 
Hetailed for this service. It will be the duty of patrol 
vessels to determine the southerly, easterly and westerly 
limits of the ice, and to keep in touch with these fields 
as they move to the southward, in order that radio mes- 
sages may be sent out daily, giving the whereabouts of 
the ice, particularly the ice that may be in the immediate 
vicinity of the regular trans-Atlantic steamer lane. Dur- 


ing the months of April, May and June, and as mucb 
longer as necessary, these two vessels will alternate on 


patrol, making alternate cruises of about fifteen days 
in the ice region; the fifteen days to be exclusive of 
time occupied in going to and from Boston. The move- 
ments of the vessels will be so regulated that on the 
fifteenth day after reaching the ice region the vessel on 
patrol will be relieved by the second vessel, if possible, 
at which time the first vessel will proceed to Boston, re- 
plenish her coal supply, and return in time to relieve the 
other vessel at the end of the latter’s fifteen-day cruise. 
It is important that the patrol be continuous, and the 


.vessel on patrol will not leave her station until re- 


lieved by the other vessel unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary to do.so. While on this duty the patrol vessel will 
endeavor by means of daily radio messages to keep ships 
at sea advised of the limits of the ice fields, etc. The 
radio messages from the patrol ships will be given pub- 
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licity immediately upon their receipt by the Branch 
Hydrographic Office, New York, and by the Hydro- 
graphic Office, Washington, D.C.

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PRECEDENCE OF NAVY DENTAL OFFICERS. 


The Judge Advocate General has rendered the follow- 
ing opinion on the rank and precedence of dental officers 


of the Navy: 

“The Act of July 1, 1918, provides as follows: 

And all dental officers now in the Dental Corps . .. or 
who may hereafter be appointed, shall take rank and prece- 
dence with officers of the Naval Medical Corps of the same rank 
according to the dates of their respective commissions or 
original appointments, and all such dental officers shall be 
eligible for advancement in grade and rank in the same manner 
and under the same conditions as officers of the Naval Medical 
Corps with or next after whom they take precedence, 

“Lieutenant D was appointed a lieutenant (j 
g.), Dental Corps, with date of precedence from Aug. 
21, 1914. Upon that date Lieutenant H————, Med. 
Corps, was a lieutenant (j.g.) with date of precedence 
from April 10, 1914, the date of his appointment to the 
Medical Corps. Also on Aug. 21, 1914, Lieutenant 
K , of the line, was the junior lieutenant (j.g.) 
of the line with date of rank as such from June 5, 1914. 

“All officers entering the Navy after March 4, 1913, 
take precedence, when of same rank, according to dates 
of their commissions in that rank, Act of March 4, 
1913; and officers take rank in each staff corps accord- 
ing to dates of commissions in the several grades, except- 
ing in cases where they have gained or lost numbers 
(Act of Aug. 29, 1916). There is nothing in above- 
quoted provisions of the Act of July 1, 1918, which 
should be held to vary these general provisions of law 
relative to rank and precedence of commissioned officers 
of the Navy. 

“The Dental Corps is a part of the Medical Corps of 
the Navy, and the Act of July 1, 1918, is merely declara- 
tory of the general law on the subject when it says that 
dental officers should take rank and precedence with offi- 
cers of the Naval Medical Corps of same rank according 
to dates of their respective commissions or original ap- 
pointments. They also take rank and precedence with 
officers of same rank of other corps and of the line of 
the Navy according to dates of their respective commis- 
sions or original appointments. 

“In accordance with the above, the Judge Advocate 
General was of the opinion that Lieutenant D . 
Dental Corps, should not take precedence over Lieuten- 
ant K , of the line, but that on the general prece- 
dence list the officers above mentioned should take rank 
as follows: 
































“4. (M.C.), April 10, 1914. 

“2. & (line), June 5, 1914. 

— (D.C.), Aug. 21, 1914. 

“And that D would be entitled to advancement 
in rank with K .”’ (File 13707-69:4, J.A.G., 26 
Dee., 1918.)

One of the responsibilities put upon the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering of the Navy Department during the 
war was the designing of a practical submarine de- 
tector. According to Lieut. Comdr. William IL. Cath- 
eart, U.S.N.R.F., in his address on “The Achievements 
of Naval Engineering in This War” (a previous ex- 
tract from which appeared in our issue of March 29, 
page 1064), cight devices have been employed by the 
bureau and made in quantity since the war began, not 
only for our own Navy, but for the British Admiralty 
and the French Ministry of Marine. Modified forms of 
these devices have also been designed for use in the pro- 
tection of our Atlantic coast. Commander Cathcart 
said on this point: 

“The chief desideratum was, of course, to produce a 
device which would enable the pursuing vessel to deter- 
mine the location of the submarine and then destroy it. 
It turned out, however, that the chief function of these 
devices was to render the submarine powerless rather 
than to make its destruction possible. When the com- 
manders of German submarines learned, through bitter 
experience, that, as long as their motors were running, 
the location of their boats could be ascertained by any 
nearby vessel equipped with detection apparatus, they 
ceased taking hazardous chances. Instead of going 
where they pleased and making surprise attacks at will 
they found that it meant almost certain destruction to 
keep underway in the vicinity of enemy vessels. ‘The 
result was that German submarines spent a large share 
of their time resting on the bottom, where they were 
as incapable of doing harm as if they had never left 
their docks. It is apparent, therefore, that the num- 
ber of submarines actually destroyed is not an accurate 
index of the efficacy of these submarine detection devices. 

“Briefly, the reason why a submarine must lie motion- 
less to avoid detection when the enemy is near is that 
the underwater boat when underway gives out a dis- 
tinctive noise which can be recognized at once by the 
listener stationed at the detection device of the hunting 
vessel. This noise is similar to that made by a phono- 
graph when the record has been played and the needle 
is traveling through the inner grooves of the disc. It 
has been often noted also that a submarine emits a 
periodic ‘squeak.’ These and other distinguishing char- 
acteristics make it possible for the listener to detect a 
submarine, even in the presence of other vessels under- 
way at the same time. Obviously, since the matter is 
a military secret, the various forms of anti-submarine 
devices cannot be explained in detail. It may be said, 
however, that the first types of these apparatus were 
rigged outboard, and that, in the second stage of their 
evolution, the devices were towed astern or rigged 
through the hull. All of these methods, however, proved 
inadequate, since it was impossible for the hunting ves- 
sel to use the apparatus while underway. More recent 
experimentation has developed a device in which the 
‘ears’ are made an integral part of the hull of the ves- 
sel, and hence will serve while underway.”

Hoa IstaNp Surps REFITTED FOR TRANSPORTS. 

Seven of the freight steamers built at the Hog Island, 
Pa., shipyard are being refitted as Army transports, the 
interiors rearranged with temporary living quarters for 
the men who are to be earried from France. Three of 
the German steamships turned over to the Navy re- 
cently are already on the way across the ocean with full 
eomplements of troops, and are due to arrive at New 
York in about ten days. 
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U.S. NAVY’S ADVENTURE IN CONTENTMENT. 

Although less than ten weeks have passed since the 
Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department took 
over the work of the Commission on Training Camp Ac- 
tivities as related to the U.S. Navy, that work has made 
remarkable progress and is attracting wide interest in 
what may be regarded as an adventure in contentment 
through very practical means. Endorsed by Rear Ad- 
miral Victor Blue, chief of the bureau, and approved by 
Secretary Daniels, the division entrusted with the work 
of amplifying the scope of the Commission on Train- 
ing Camp Activities and aiding constituted authority to 
maintain a high morale in the Navy, is already operat- 
ing efficiently. and is consistently building up a compact 
organization. 

The so-called 6th Division was established only after 
consultation with all corps of the Service, and it was 
planned to send officers as aids to the commandants of 
training Stations. If the system works at thee stations, 
it will be broadened to include naval districts and, after 
further trial, will be introduced into ships where com- 
manding officers may desire to use it, for it was made 
clear at the beginning of the work that there was no 
question of forcing the organization upon any command- 
ing officer who did not wish to deal with it. In the 
mean time, the work of the great welfare organizations, 
the Red Cross and the Navy Department Commission on 
Training Camp Activities, is being taken up and ampli- 
fied by this division. The success of this work depends 
upon the hearty co-operation of the sea-going officers of 
the Navy. There is nothing radical in its operations, 
nor will there be any departure from the routine, nor 
anything compulsory in its induction into the Service. 
As a matter of fact the work has all been done before 
and it is now simply being amplified and co-ordinated. 
How this is being done is illustrated in the effort of the 
division to furnish recreation and entertainment for the 
Atlantic Fleet during its stay in New York. At the 
office opened in that city one of the officers from the 
division and an officer from the staff of the commander- 
in-chief of the fleet will be constantly in touch with the 
situation. 

The great hope of the small group of enthusiastic offi- 
cers already engaged in the work is that at least ten 
per cent. of what has been done in every community dur- 
ing the war in promoting the welfare of men in the Ser- 
vices may be retained, for it is believed that this ten 
per cent. will leaven the whole loaf and bring about a 
continuance of the high regard for the man in uniform 
so general during the war. And on its side the division’s 
mission is to aid the citizen in maintaining a high 
standard of morale in the Navy personnel. It is pointed 
out that the citizen should realize that it is as much his 
duty to see that the man in uniform is accorded proper 
treatment as it is to vote and that work for the defenders 
of the country is a duty of citizenship. The division will 
work to maintain the organized social and recreational 
facilities of towns and cities to meet the needs of the 


men ashore and to continue the activities of recreational. 


directors whose function it has been to co-ordinate all 
the local forces and to bring together the lodges, churches, 
clubs and other groups and organizations to serve the 
men. It will work in each city and town with the com- 
mittee of citizens organized during the war to aid the 
War Camp Community Service in solving the problems 
arising in the elements affecting the spirit of the men; 


i.e., the elements aboard ship and in naval stations, those 
in .the port touched by the ship or in the community 
adjacent to a naval station, and those in the home of 
the individual man. The bluejacket, it is agreed, has 
won a special- place in the public-.esteem and will need 
an organization for morale which will enable him to 
hold his position and to organize it against the deterrent 
forces present when the strain-of war is relaxed. So it 
is the mission of this 6th Division to conserve the ground 
gained and to work to maintain and increase morale so 
as to merit support in its efforts to aid the Navy to fulfil 
its public function as a means of sure defense for the 
people.

New Units in Over Army. 

In addition to such new features in the Army as the 
Motor Transport Corps, the Air Service and Tank Corps, 
the new tables of organization of the mobile Army give 
units hitherto unknown to our Service and which ap- 
parently have come to stay for war time at least. Among 
these new units are the regiment of 155-mm. guns or 
heavy howitzers, regiment of Railway Artillery, Trench 
Mortar Regiment, Anti-Aircraft Sector, Survey and 
Printing Battalion. In times of peace, of course, most 
of these would simply exist in the tables of organiza- 
tion and in materiél stored away by the Ordnance De- 
partment. But with the adoption of a system of univer- 
sal training it would not be a difficult matter to train 
men for these various services by officers of the Ord- 
nance, Coast Artillery and Signal Corps of the Regular 
Army.

Paciric Firer History By ADMIRAL CAPERTON. 


Announcement by Acting Secretary Roosevelt on April 
12 of the purpose of assigning Admiral William B. 
Caperton, U.S.N., commander of the Pacifie Fleet, dur- 
ing the war, to write a complete memorandh of his 
duty since 1915, with particular reference to actions of 
his fleet in the Pacific since the United States entered 
the war, was received by the Navy Department officer 
personnel with expressions of gratification and approval. 
Though the Pacific Fleet was rarely mentioned in the 
news, it was known that Admiral Caperton’s fleet, in 
conjunction with the British and French flects, cleared 
the Southern Atlantic of German raiders and patrolled 
the east Coast of South America. On his flagship, the 
U.S.S. Pittsburgh, the Admiral made courtesy visits to 





the South American republics, visits which are consid-. 


ered to have strengthened the bonds of friendship be- 
tween the democracies of the continent and to have pro- 
moted the solidarity of relations between these coun-

tries, the United States and the Allied Powers. Ad- 
miral Caperton will be relieved from his present duty 


’ April 30 and, pending his retirement for age on June 


30 will write his memorandum, which will be turned 
over to the Historical Section of the Navy. The Ad- 
miral. took command of the Cruiser Force of the At- 
lantic Fleet on Noy. 21, 1914. He has been in com- 
mand of the Pacific Fleet since May 22, 1917, on which 
date original orders of June 7, 1916, were amended. His 
retirement on June 30 will result’ in making Rear Ad- 
miral Joseph Strauss a permanent rear admiral, and 
Capt. Powers Symington a permanent captain, and pro- 
mote te temporary rear admiral Capt. Richard H. Jack- 
son and to temporary captains Comdrs. Fletcher H.* 
Sheffield and Herbert C. Cocke. The list of temporary 
commanders is exhausted and selection for promotion 
will be made by the board in July.

LENGTHS OF Front HELD BY ARMIES. 

Through a table prepared by the Statistics Branch, 
General Staff, it is learned that on Jan. 31, 1918, the 
Belgian army held thirty-seven kilometers of front line, 
the French held 520 kilometers, the British 187, and the 
United States ten. The longest line held by the Bel- 
gians was forty-six kilometers on Sept. 30; by the 
French : 632.5 kilometers on May 30; by the United 
States 162.3 on Oct. 10. The British never held more 
than 187 kilometers of front during 1918, for after 
March 21 their length of front was decreased, being 133 
kilometers when our troops were holding their greatest 
length of front (162.3 km.) on Oct. 10. On the day 
the armistice was signed the Belgian army was holding 
forty kilometers of front line; the French 354.75; the 
British 113; and the United States 134.25. The per 
cent. of total front held by the various armies on the 
above dates during 1918 were: By the Belgians five per 
cent. on Jan. 13; the French sixty-nine; the British 
twenty-five; and the United States one. When the Bel- 
gians were holding their longest line, on Sept. 30, their 
percentage was six; when the French were holding their 
longest line, on May 30, their percentage was seventy- 
five; when the British held their longest line, Jan. 31 
to March 21, their percentage was twenty-five; and when 
the United States was holding their longest- line, on 
Oct. 10, their percentage was twenty-three. The per 
cent. of front line held the day the armistice went into 
effect was for the Belgians six; for the French fifty- 
five; for the British eighteen; and for the United 
States twenty-one. ; 
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New SeRvicE ror DIscHARGED MEN. 


Col, Arthur Woods, special assistant to the Secretary 
of War, has opened a Division of Correspondence as an 
adjunct to ¢#e Emergency Employment Committee for 
Soldiers and Sailors, of the Council of National Defense. 
This new division has been established for the purpose of 
giving information and directions to men who are being 
discharged from the Service and who write to tae War 
Department concerning allotments, war risk insurance, 
bonuses, employment, civil rights and vocational. train- 
ing. Jt is not the purpose of this division to supplant the 
work of any other government department or bureau, 
but it will merely serve as a clearing house for distribut- 
ing requests for information to the proper: bureau, for 
answering such questions as can be referred to no estab- 
lished agency and for assisting writers to obtain infor- 
mation when previous letters have remained unanswered. 
Whenever a letter is received asking for specifie infor- 
mation which ean be furnished by some government de- 
partment or organization it will be referred to that 
department and the writer advised,of that fact. If no 
action is obtained the Division of Correspondence will 
take the matter up for the soldier or sailor with the 
proper officials. Capt. C. B. Hammond will be in charge 
of the division. All requests for information should be 
addressed to Col. Arthur Woods, Special.

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ORDNANCE PRODUCTION AND SALEs. 

Of the $133,500,000 worth of ordnance which it was 
proposed to complete on March 13, over $12,000,000 
worth was delivered in the next week, reducing the value 
of the balance to be completed on March 20 to $121,- 
350,000. Forty-four per cent. of the last figure is ar- 
tillery and fourteen per cent. smokeless powder. The 
value of sales of surplus ordnance reported to the Direc- 
tor of Sales are as follows: Prior to March 8, $208,527; 
week ended March 14, $162,547; week ended March 21, 
$638,932; week ended March 28, $72,701. The total to 
March 28 is $1,082,707. The sales to date are small 
when compared with the total stocks of steel, copper, 
chemicals, tractors, and so forth, which will ultimately 
be sold. A report of the chief ordnance officer, A.E.F., 
as of Feb. 15, shows that, except for anti-aircraft use, 
Vickers and Hotchkiss machine guns with troops have 
been almost entirely replaced by heavy Brownings, and 
that Chauchat automatic rifles had been replaced by light 
Brownings.

The Surgeon General's Office of the Navy, of which 
Rear Admiral William ©. Braisted of the Medical Corps 
is at the head, has contributed a valuable work on the 
surgery of the present war in its report on “Medical and 
Surgical Developments of the War.” This report, just 
issued, is made by Lieut. Comdr. William Seaman Bain- 
bri Med. Corps, U.S.N.R.F., .and is published in a 
special number of the United States Naval Medical Bul- 
letin, issued by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
Navy Department. It comprises observations on the 
western front and in England during December, 1917, 
and the first six months of 1918, made pursuant to the 
instructions of the Surgeon General, U.S. Navy. For 
purposes of comparison there have been added certain 
data obtained in Germany during the autumn of 1915. 
“In making the survey,” says Commander Bainbridge, 
“the following objects were kept constantly in mind: 
To record the surgical lessons of the present war based 
on the experience of our Allies; to secure anything likely 
to be of value to the United States Naval Medical 
School, Washington, D.C., or helpful in the preparation 
of medical men and hospital corps men for active service. 
Every seurce of information which could be reached in 
the time at my disposal has been utilized. The experi- 
-ences of the British, the French, the Belgians, and of 
those American surgeons who were in active war ser- 
vice with our allies before we entered the conflict, were 
unreservedly placed at my disposal. To all who so ma- 
terially assisted me I am most grateful.” The report, 
which is of 250 pages with index, is profusely illustrated 
with photographs of various surgical operations, appli- 
ances, and of hospitals, etc. Among other data it gives 
information on the treatment of war-wounds by the 
Allies, the treatment of war wounds by the Germans, de- 
velopments in war surgery, trench fever, care of wounded 

the firing line to the convalescent camp, re-educa- 
tion for the disabled, conferences of surgeons, base hos- 
pitalization and surgical measures for an attacking 
army corps, and numerous other miscellaneous subjects. 
Commander Bainbridge has been most thorough in com- 
piling his valuable work, a 
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Navy’s Work ror StraNpepD MEN EXPANDS. 

Since the announcement in our issue of April 5, page 
1100, of the purpose of the Navy Department to aid in 
clearing New York city of stranded men who have been 
discharged from the Service, that work has expanded to 
such an extent that it is now quite beyond the capacity 
of the personnel and equipment of the office maintained 
at Broadway, New York. The original intention 
was simply to facilitate the departure of stranded men 
to their Eahes, but the office has gradually assumed more 
and more duties of a philanthropic nature, and it is 
accomplishing splendid results, under the direction of 
Comdr. B. G. Barthalow, U.S.N. The work of the week 
as April 10, is an excellent illustration. On April 5, 
177 discharges were taken to Washington and checks 
brought back on April 7. On the latter date Lieut. Otis 
F. Cato (P.C.), reported and handled 200 applicatiens 
for bonus; twelve men started for their homes, and 150 
applicants and checks were handled. On April 8, 200 
men applied for bonus, 150 were paid off and fourteen 
men started for their homes. April 10 ninety men 
were paid off in cash, checks issued to 100, transporta- 
tion was arranged for ten stranded men. Seventy men 
en route from Newport to Norfolk, who could not get 
boat or train transportation for two days, were picked 
up, given a supper, beds for the night, meal arrange- 
ments made for the next day and two special cars se- 
cured for .them that night. Meanwhile 600 mer were 
stalled at Hoboken through lack of transportation ac- 
commodations_and not a minute was lost in showing 
them that they would be cared for. The office acts as 
a clearing house, it has already relieved other Navy 
offices in New York of considerable pressure, and is re- 
lieving the Navy Department of much paper work. It 
has passed the experimental stage and Commander 
Barthalow admits it is one of the best forms of adver- 
tising the Navy has put out. New features are being 
constantly introduced and others are in contemplation 
to enlarge the scope of the work. It is likely that the 
office will be made a permanent bureau of information 
and assistance for New York and vicinity. 
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Massacnuserrs Navuticat Scnoot Report. 

The twenty-seventh annual report of the Massachu- 
setts Nautical School, for the calendar year 1918, which 
has just been received, notes the change of name of its 


school ship Ranger to Nantucket, owing to the fact that 
the former name had been assigned to one of the battle 
cruisers of the U.S. Navy. Forty-eight cadets were grad- 
uated during the year, and of graduates of the school 
257 served during the war as officers in the Navy, Naval 
Reserve Force and the Marine Corps, with commissions 
ranging from ensign to commander. In addition 151 
graduates have served as officers in the American mer- 
chant marine, twenty-two of these being in command of 
ships. Of the U.S. Navy officers detailed to the school- 
ship during the year Capt. P. W. Hourigan, superin- 
tendent, was detached on April 30, 1918; Comdr. Wil- 
liam F. Low was ordered to the Nantucket on April 25 
as commanding officer, being detached on Aug. 14, on 
which date he was succeeded by Comdr. Charles N. At- 
water. Lieut. Ernest V. Sandstrom was on duty as 
watch officer. On the summer cruise the Nantucket 
went down to Chesapeake Bay visiting Annapolis and 
Baltimore. At Baltimore all the seamen and firemen 
left the ship in a body and the cadets performed their 
duties until the ship returned to Boston two weeks 
later, ‘with satisfactory results. Out of the appropria- 
tion of $70,000 for current expenses there was a balance 
of $238.26 at the close of the year. 
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Pactrrtco Coast Facrritres ror Bia Fieer. 
Representative Frederick ©. Hicks on April 12 ex- 
pressed the confidence he: and other members of the 
House ‘Committee on Naval Affairs had gained in the 
ability of the Pacific coast to do its share in carrying 


out ‘the policy of Secretary Daniels of maintaining a 
Pacific Fleet in peace time. Mr. Hicks had just re- 
turned from the Pacific coast, where~members of the 
committee had.gone with the purpose of inspecting nayy 
yards and docks and shipbuilding facilities. He said: 


“The Pacific coast has ample facilities for everything re- 
quired to carry out successfully the proposed plan of 
maintaining a large fleet-in Pacifie waters. All the way 


from San Diego to Seattle the people show the most 
remarkable. spirit -in.desiring. te dpnate to.the Govern- 
qnent, free of charge, the necessary sites for the estab- 


lishment of shipyards, naval bases, submarine bases or 


hospitals. I*can say for myself that I was most favor- 
ably impréssed with the activities I saw: whilé there, 
and that I am more than satisfied that the Pacific coast 
can handle any problems the Navy Department may see 
fit to give it.” “ Mr. Hicks added that -he thought the 


Navy should have fotr large training stations, two of’ 


which should be located on the Atlantic coast, one at the 
Great Lakes Training Station, and one on the Pacific 
coast, preferably at Mare Island. He spoke with par- 
ticular imterest of the submarine base at San Pedro 
and of the harbor at that port, and also of the facilities 
at San Diego. When speaking of the drydock equip- 
ment on the Pacific coast, Mr. Hicks said that the dry- 
dock at Hunter’s Point, just south of San Francisco, is 
the only one on the Pacific large enough to handle ships 
of the battleship type, but that smaller vessels could be 
repaired either at the Mare Island Navy Yard or at 
Puget Sound Navy Yard. The Hunter’s Point dock, he 
said, was built by the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion through Government aid, and the Navy Department 
has contracted to have $50,000 worth of work a year 
done on the dock, which is situated next to the Pacific 
coast shipyards of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration.

Purety LocaL “HERogEs.” 

“Let’s Go,” official organ of the U.S. Motor Trans- 
port Reconstruction Park at Verneuil, France, which is 
in command of Col. H. A. Hegeman, U.S.A., has re- 
cently been devoting its attention to some of the re- 
turning “heroes” who according to‘report in their home 
towns won war almost alone and unaided. In the 
house organ ‘Of a manufacturing concern at Cleveland, 
Ohio, “Let’s Go” discovers an account of a local hero 
which, in brief, credits him with carrying dispatches under 
heavy fire, mounted on a motor cycle; with being severely 
wounded, fighting his way back from behind the Ger- 
man lines, winning five wound stripes and four decora- 
tions. Compared with this is his official record; he 
lost appointment as acting sergeant for misconduct; was 
in hospital for some minor illness; was sent to Paris 
with a detachment and returned on account of some in- 
discretion; was shipped to hospital again for treatment 
and eventually returned to the States. He never was 
within 175 miles of the front, never was a dispatch 
rider and never was a sergeant; only his illness kept 
him from receiving disciplinary action. In a Toledo, 
Ohio, paper “Let’s Go” discovers the record of another 
returning soldier, referred to as a “winged hero” who 
nine times was cited for bravery. In an address at a 
lecal lodge he “told what his comrades had done, but 
rarely mentioned his own heroism,” and enlarged on 
Hun barbarities, recounting how a French child with its 
hands cut off had died in his arms. is official record 
indicates that he was assistant to the stage carpenter, 
never heard a gun. fired, and the greatest danger he 
ever faced was court-martial. The Federal authorities 
should take note of such cases, adds “Let’s Go.” 
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Orricer’s DRAYING EXPENSES. 

Owing to the failure of many quartermasters or sup- 
ply officers, when making shipments of baggage or house- 
hold’ goods for an officer, non-commissioned officer or 
civilian employee to a peint where there is no govern- 
ment means of conveyance from the freight station to 
residence, to advise m concerned of the pro- 
visions of Par. 3690, Manual for the Quartermaster 
Corps, 1916, the office of the Director of Purchase and 
Storage has been impelled to send out a notice (No. 
127) on this subject. The notice calls attention to the 
fact that, owing to the above neglect of quartermasters 
or supply officers, the result is that, being unfamiliar 
with those provisions, the owner pays the dray charges 
from personal funds and subsequently requests reim- 
bursement, which, under the circumstances, according 
to Decisions of the Comptroller of the Treasury, cannot 
be granted. In order to eliminate any unnecessary in- 
convenience or embarrassment to officers, enlisted men 
or civilian employees it is directed that any officer, mak- 
ing shipment as above described, have a.thorough under- 
standing with the owner of the property that he (the 
owner) shall arrange for the necessary hauling in the 
most economical manner and forward the bill to the de- 
partment quartermaster for payment, certifying thereon 
that the service was actually performed, was secured 
after competition, if any, and that the amount charged 
is fair and reasonable. 
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GENERAL PETAIN PRAISES AMERICAN 8.0.8. 

For the first time since the American Army was estab- 
lished in France, General Petain recently had opportu- 
nity to visit and inspect the Service of Supply establish- 
ment of the American Expeditionary Force. In an 
interview with an Associated Press correspondent at 
Chantilly on April 12, Marshal Petain expressed his 
amazement at the wonderful organization established by 
the American Army behind the lines. He said, after 
his visit, that he brought back the impression that the 
Americans haa understood perfectly how to conduct a 
modern war. “Their procedure was not unknown to 
us,” continued the Marshal, “but the extent and mag- 
nitude of their work was a surprise to us, and we must 
profit from what we have seen. Everywhere we went 
we found the personnel always busy. I never saw a 
man who was not working. I saw that the generals who 
were with me Were profoundly impressed with the great 
size of the force, its methods and its discipline. Every- 
thing that was done by the United States was worthy 
of what we had expected from it.” Marshal Petain is 
only the commander-in-chief of the: French armies in 
France, aig] therefore not so well informed on military 
matters as a. Governor of Kansas or our Sénators and 
Representatives at Washington. 
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PRAISE FOR COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY’Ss WAR Work. 

In the March number of. the Columbia Alumni News 
(Columbia University, New-York city) appears the text 
of a long letter written by Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt to President Butler, of Columbia, ex- 
pressing. the appreciation of the Navy Department for 
the university’s conduct of the U.S. Navy Gas Engine 
School, which the institution organized at the beginning 
of our participation in the European war and which 
was supported by the university.and its alumni, Mr, 
Roosevelt. states in his letter that “practically the en- 
tite mechanical engineering department of the univer- 
sity. was turned over to the Navy Department ..-.., . 
and was a going concern in dn incredibly shortetime as 








the U.S. Navy Gas Engine School.” , The work of this 
school in ‘trainin tg see for the submarine’ chasers 
was so effective, , velt_ states,.that “each of the 
several hundred sub-chasers had two qualified graduates 
of the ‘school: ‘feady ‘for duty as: first and second engi- 
neers, respectively, when the vessel was, ready for, com- 
mission.” The school also trained men for work in 
naval aviation and established an aviation mechanics’ 
training system’ which the Navy Department “considerg 
one of the great achievements of the war.”

RUSSIAN PROPAGANDA AmoNnG ALLIED TROOPS. 

Following the statement by Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff,-on April 12, at his weekly interview 
printed on another page, relative to the reported mutiny 
among American troops on the Archangel front in Rus- 
sia, the War Department on April 14 gave out photestat 
copies of three Russian circulars which had been cireu- 
lated during 1918 among the British soldiers engaged in 
the operations in northeastern Russia. General March 
is endeavoring to secure a copy of the circular which the 
Bolshevist propagandists issued for distribution among 
the Americans and will give it out when received. The 
circulars the British vectiead are in English and headed 
“All-Lies!” “Do you realize what you are deing?”’ 
“Allied invasion of Russia to suppress workmen’s revo- 
lution and re-establish Tsarism.” Two of these cireu- 
lars are signed by Lenine, president of the Council of 
People’s. Commissary, and by Tchitcherin, People’s 
Commissary of Foreign Affairs; and one by .the last 
named only. The matter is printed in large type and 
emphasizes the usual Russian arguments that the Allies 
are engaged in suppressing a freed people in the inter- 
ests of the Czar, capitalists and militarists, and to ‘““mur- 
der Liberty.” 
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GERMAN Prisoners Sport Service CHEVRONS. 

An officer in Paris, himself entitled to one gold stripe, 
sends the following item from The Stars and Stripes, 
with the comment that it “may appease some of the 
gold stripes”: “Probably encouraged by the wave of 
righteous protest which arose in the A.E.F. in defense 
of the service chevron, a group of German prisoners who 
have been on fatigue duty at Brest for over half a year 
recently burst forth in service stripes. When the sur- 
prised Americans asked why, they were told that the 
Boche considered that after six months’ service for the 
American Army they rated service stripes. Meanwhile, 
what is variously considered as a compliment and other- 
wise to the saint who the snakes out of Ireland 
occurred on his birthday, at G.H.Q. Here a number of 
prisoners who have been- manicuring the boulevards of 
Chaumont and who had worn through their skypieces at 
this honorable toil were issued green caps. The same 
day the Chaumont band, admitted as nearly perfect as 
bands can be by the people who hear it as well as the 
people who play in it, rendered Irish airs in honor of 
Erin’s patron saint. It is not reported that the Ger- 
ne joined in the chorus of “The Wearing of the 

reen.’”’ 
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FRaNcE Dip Not OvercHarce UNITED STATES. 
Frequent statements have been made by individuals 
and newspapers in the United States that France 
charged the United States Government exorbitant prices 
for supplies for the A.E.F. purchased in France and 
that the French government compelled the United 
States to pay for villages destroyed by shelling and for 
cemeteries for our dead soldiers. Brig. Gen. Charles G. 
Dawes, formerly general purchasing agent of the A.F.F., 
and now connected with the Liquidation Commission, 
denied all these stories on April 6, according to a cable 
despatch to the New York Sun, stating that the French 
government protected the A.E.F. from extortion to the 
extent of having one of its inspectors examine every sale 
made by a French individual to our forces. The French 
bill for transportation has not been presented to the 
United States Government as yet. During all the time 
our forces have been in France they have had to pur- 
chase almost half of their supplies from: the French. 








CHANGES IN THE British NAvy DUE TO THE War. 

Sir E. H. W. Tennyson-d’Eyncourt, director of naval 
construction at the British Admiralty, announced on 
April 9 that more than 2,000,000 tons of shipping were 
added to the British navy during the war, at a cost of 
between $1,250,000,000 and $1,500,000,000, according to 
a press despatch from London. He also said that after 
the battle of the Falkland Islands the designs of the 
battleships Renown and Repulse were changed to battle 
cruisers, the value of the latter type having become ap- 
parent. The famous -“‘hush” type of ships, the Coura- 
geoug, Glorious and Furious, were designed to attack 
German light cruisers and -raiders. ‘They carried 15- 
inch guns and had a speed of thirty-two knots. The ad- 
ditions to the British navy during the war included 300 
destroyers, 100 mine sweepers and twelve new types of 
submarines. 
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JAPANESE OFFicers Here-To Stupy Am SERVICE. 

Rear Admiral K. Yoshida and Lieut. Comdrs. T. 
Ohzeki, S. Kono, K. Kitajima and 8. Hayshi, of the 
Japanese navy, arrived at New York city from Liver- 
pool by the steamship Lapland on April 12. They have 
completed: a tour of inspection of aviation camps: in 
Hngland and France and intend to.study American aerial 
progress. ‘In-addition. to the camps.the officers will visit 
some of the larger airplane factories and will confer 
with American aerial engineers, particularly with regard 
to, naval aircraft, Their studies.in the United States 
and. in..Europe will. be used as a starting point for.the 
establiskment of naval aviation stations on the Japa- 
nese coast. 
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THe RECRUITING SERVICE. 

“J would like to concur with the remarks of ‘G. §. Q.’ 
on the need of putting more dignity into our recruiting 
service,” writes a lieutenant colonel of Infantry. “Our 
recruiting service should be established in offices on a 
par with those of the U.S. Railroad Administration 
ticket offices, and ,be. made uniform throughout the 
country in appointment and attractiveness. They should 
be in keeping with the dignity of the United States in 
furnishings and locations and be on the ground floor in 
modern, up-to-date buildings. ‘The majority of these 
stations .

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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
The Murmansk Mutiny. 


At his regular weekly interview with the Washington 
correspondents on April 12, Gen, Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff, said: 

“We have a report from the Murmansk district that 
on March 28 the Onda bridge had been rebuilt and 
direct communication by rail has now been. established 
to the most southern post of the Allies. The incident 
which has been referred to in the papers about the so- 
ealled mutiny of American troops up there: We have a 
report from Murmansk to the effect that the organiza- 
tion which was referred to is Co. I, 339th Inf. The 
dispatch states ‘It is worthy to-note that the questions 
that were put to the officers by the men were identical 
with those that the Bolshevik propaganda leaflets ad- 
vised them to put to them.’ ” 

The inquiry was made if General March had any 
specific information regarding the questions asked by 
the men in Russia. To this the Chief of Staff replied: 
“The dispatch mentions the questions given in the Bol- 
shevik propaganda leaflet. I haven’t seen this leaflet, 
but I am very anxious to get it. This is a very strik- 
ing thing. I have had long experience in the Army, 
and I do not recall ever having seen American soldiers 
who did not want:-to get into a fight. They always said, 
“Lead me to it,’’ and went to it. It is a very important 
thing. We want to get hold of that Bolshevik pamphlet, 
and find ou€ just what they are up to.” He added, in 
response to two specific questions, that he did not think 
that the question of getting our troops from Archangel to 
Murmansk to get them out presented any difficulties, 
since there was constant communication both by land 
and water between those two points. As to the situa- 
tion of our troops being serious General March said: 

“Of course, the situation of these small detachments 
is not known even to us here. They sometimes change 
overnight, and it takes about a week for things to get 
through, but now that they have got the railroad straight 
through to the front the questions of supply and re- 
enforcement are all solved. There should be no trouble 
rabout it now. 


Demobilization in Previous Wars. 


“The strength of the Army has now fallen below 2,- 
'000,000. On April 8, the strength was 1,980,506, of 
whom 1,326,525 were in the A.E.F. Troops to the 
number of 686,114 have sailed from the A.E.F. between 
Nov. 11, 1918, and April 11, 1919. Of these 605,772 
troops have arrived in the United States since the armis- 
tice; more than half of our officers have been discharged 
and forty-six per cent. of all the men. The figures on 
the number of officers discharged are 94,188, the number 
of men, 1,607,281; or a total of 1,701,469. Troops under 
orders for demobilization 1,925,000. 

“There have been some questions put to you about the 
progress of our demobilization as compared with previ- 
ous American demobilizations in the Civil War and the 
Spanish-American War, and I have had the figures got- 
ten together and am going to give them out. 

“In the Civil War the Volunteer Army of the United 
States reached its highest figure on April 30, 1865, on 
which date its strength was 1,034,064 officers and men. 
The number of Regulars in the Service on that date has 
been computed at 26,898 officers and men. The muster- 
out of troops began on May 1, 1865, following the sur- 
render of the Confederate Armies, and lasted until Nov. 
1, 1866, on which date the demobilization was practi- 
cally completed with 1,023,021 men mustered out, a few 
Volunteers being retained in the Service until Dec. 20, 
1867. We have mustered out, as you see, in three 
monthS more than the entire number mustered out of 
the armies in the Civil War extending for a period of 
over a year. In the Spanish-American War the greatest 
strength was reached on Aug. 31, 1898, on which date 
it ineluded 216,256 officers and men. “Phe armistice was 
signed on Aug. 12. 1898. The muster-out began on Sept. 
5, 1898, and lasted until June 22, 1899, on which date 
179,397 officers and men were mustered out. Some 
volunteer organizations were held in the Philippines 
until Nov. 23, 1899. The muster-out of the entire Army 
in the war with Spain consumed, as you see, more than 
a year. We must have mustered out in the first month 
of our demobilization more than that entire force. In 
the demobilization of the present Army the figures are 
quite striking, due to the fact that such a portion of 
our forces has been overseas. In the other cases they 
were largely in the United States. 

“The number of officers given Reserve Corps ecommis- 
sions has now reached 32,255, and of these 15,954 have 
applied for commissions in the Regular Army. Enlist- 
ments have now reached a total of 7,961, to include 
April 10, in the Regular Army since Feb. 28. They are 
about equally divided between one-year men and three- 
year men. 

“Health conditions in the A.E.F. instead of letting 
down after the armistice was signed, have reached the 
point when they can be described as remarkable. Less 
than 12,000 were admitted on sick report for the week 
ending March 27, the lowest rate yet reported in the 
A.E.F. The health of the Army in the United States 
continues good, only 170 cases of influenza for the week 
ending April 4, the lowest rate for this disease since the 
epidemic started. 


Victory Medal to be Issued. 


“The United States and the Allied nations have been 
for some time past in a conference to determine a suit- 
able campaign badge which would be similar for all 
nations to represent this war, and the commission has 
agreed upon a design which has been called the Victory 
Medal which is going to be issued to the troops of all 
nations on the Allied side in this war. The design of 
the medal will be similar in inscription on the face, but 
local artists will design the figures used on the medal in 
each country following the general specifications of the 
medal itself. We have already turned over to the Na- 
tional Arts Commission, of which Mr. Charles Dana 
Gibson and others are members, the design of the Ameri- 
can face of the medal. The general design is as follows: 
‘A winged Victory on the obverse and on the reverse 
the inscription “The Great Warfor Civilization,” and 
the names and arms of the different allied and associ- 
ated nations.” The Victory ribbon will be identical for 
all the nations and will be a double rainbow placed with 
red in the middle. 

“We propose to award this medal to all officers, en- 
listed men, field clerks and Army nurses who served on 
active duty for at least fifteen days at any time be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, in the Army of 
the United States and whose service in the Army was 
honorable. As it will take some little time to develop 
the medal itself the ribbon will be awarded just as fast 
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as it can be procured. We expect to be able to start 
furnishing the ribbon in a relatively short time. 

“To show battle service, there haye been designated 
by General Pershing, in orders of the A.E.F., certain 
great engagements which are specially mentioned in a 
man’s discharge. These are as follows: Somme defen- 


_ sive, March 21-April 6; Lys defensive, April 9-April 27; 


Aisne defensive (Chemin des Dames and northeast of 
Rheims), May 27-June 5; Montdidier-Noyon defensive, 
June 9-June 13; Champagne-Marne defensive, July 15- 
July 18; Aisne-Marne offensive, July 18-Aug. 6; Somme 
offensive, Aug. 8-Noy. 11; Oise-Aisne offensive, Aug. 8- 
Nov. 11; Ypres-Lys offensive, Aug. 19-Nov. 11; St. 
Mihiel offensive, Sept. 12-Sept. 16; Meuse-Argonne 
offensive, Sept. 26-Nov. 11; Battle of Vittorio-Veneto, 
Italy, Oct. 24-Noy. 4, 1918. 

“To show these engagements, service clasps will be 
awarded. These will be indicated on the ribbon itself by a 
small bronze star for each engagement. Those who have 
been cited in orders for gallantry in action and who have 
not been awarded the Medal of Honor or Distinguished 
Service Cross for the act for which cited will be en- 
titled to wear a small silver star on the ribbon for each 
citation. For wear on civilian clothes, a lapel button 
wili shortly be issued to the same personnel as those en- 
titled to the Victory Medal. This button will be known 
as the Victory Button, and consists of a star on a wreath 
with the letters ‘U.S.’ in the center. This will show 
service in the war, just as a G.A.R. button shows ser- 
vice in the Civil War. Men who were wounded in action 
will be given a silver button, all others will get bronze. 
These buttons will be given to men on their discharge. 
Those already discharged can get them upon applica- 
tion. 

“There has been some question about the casualties 
which the A.E.F. have had in the various great en- 
gagements in which they have taken part, particularly 
the Argonne-Meuse offensive. An examination of the 
Civil War records shows that the percentage of cas- 
ualties in the Argonne-Meuse was less than occurred in 
some of the great battles of the Civil War. For instance: 
Shiloh, 24 per cent.; Murfreesboro, 23 per eent.; Gettys- 
burg, 20 per cent; Chickamauga, 28 per cent.; Argonne- 
Meuse, 18.3 per cent.

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Commutation of Quarters, Navy. 


An officer of the U.S.N.R.F. was ordered at New 
York on Novy. 18, 1918, to Montreal for duty in connec- 
tion with the U.S.S. Lake Winooski and for duty aboard 
as commanding officer when commissioned. The ship 
was put in commission on Nov. 25 and in the ‘interval 
between Noy. 19 and Nov. 25 the officer did not receive 
quarters, heat and light. An inquiry was made “if a 
credit for commutation of quarters, heat, and light for 
dependents (afloat) from Nov. 19 to Nov. 25” would 
be allowed the officer and the Comptroller decided that 
since, between the dates mentioned, the officer was travel- 
ing to duty in the field upon a change of station he was 
entitled to the receipt of commutation of quarters and 
for heat and light which may be lawfully due him from 
the next day after the date of his departure from his 
old station (Nov. 19) to the date the ship was com- 
missioned (Nov. 25). 


Travel Pay on Furlough to Reserve. 


The Auditor of the War Department submitted for 
approval, disapproval or modification a decision mak- 
ing an original construction of the statute concerning 
the right of an enlisted man furloughed to the Regular 
Army Reserve upon expiration of his four-year period 
of active service to receive travel pay from place of fur- 
lough to place of acceptance for enlistment when he is 
recalled to active service on same day of furlough. The 
Auditor’s decision, on a specific case, was “that during 
the present emergency where an enlisted man is fur- 
loughed to the Regular Army Reserve upon the expifa- 
tion of his périod of active service under his enlistment 
and is recalled to active duty the same day, he is not 
entitled to travel pay from the place at which the fur- 
lough is granted to the place of acceptance for enlist- 
‘ment.” In disapproving the decision the Comptroller 
states that as the enlisted man, whose case was under 
discussion, was clearly entitled to be furloughed to the 
Reserve, and his recall not having been for his own con- 
venience, but in the interest of the Service, he is en- 
titled to travel pay as an allowance “provided by law 
for discharged soldiers.” 


Commandant’s Clerk an Officer. 


In making a disallowance on the claim of a lieyten- 
ant in the Pay Corps of the Navy for difference between 
the pay of an ensign after ten years and an ensign after 
twenty years the Auditor stated as reasons for disallow- 
ing the claim that a clerk to the governor of a naval 
home “(for which service the appellant claims longevity 
credit from 1898 to 1909) was not either an officer or 
enlisted man of the U.S. Navy and that no hospital fund 
was deducted from his pay during that period. In re- 
versing the action of the Auditor the Comptroller quotes 
the Revised Statutes to prove that a clerk to a com- 
mandant of a naval station is an officer of the Navy 
and the Regulations of the U.S. Naval Home to show 
that it is rated as a naval station. He also “is not in- 
clined to give much weight” to a Comptroller's decision 
of March 9, 1895, which held that “a commandant’s 
clerk is not an officer_of the Navy, neither is he an en- 
listed man or a Marine” since if “appears to have been 
a mere declaration unsupported by any argument rela- 
tive to the military status of such clerks.” The Comp- 








troller gives it as his decision that “appellant is entitled 
to such longevity credit for the period served as clerk to 
the governor of the naval a period of ten years, 
seven months and twenty-three days. 
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RECORD OF TRAINING SECTION, AIR SERVICE. 

On April 6, 1917, the day of the declaration of war, 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps consisted of a 
personnel of sixty-five commissioned officers of all 
grades and 1,120 enlisted men. ‘The personnel of the 





Division of Military Aeronautics on the day the armis-_ 


tice was signed, Noy. 11, 1918, was 18,688 commis- 
sioned officers of all grades and 137,760 enlisted men. 
As aviation is a branch of warfare which is highly 
technical, it was obvious that an enormous amount of 
instruction would be necessary for men who were to 
enter this service from civil life. To provide this the 
Training Section of the Aviation Section of tlie Signal 
Corps was formed. This later became the Training Sec- 
tion of the Division of Military Aeronautics and is now 
the Training Section of the Aér Service. The responsi- 
bility for the training of flying and ground officers; the 
establishment and maintenance of schools for the instruc- 
tion of enlisted men, devolved upon this organization. 
Of the sixty-five commissioned officers on duty with the 
Air Service, April 6, 1917, only thirty-five were rated as 
flying officers—all junior military aviators. There were 
a number of line officers undergoing instruction at San 
Diego at this time; they were hurriedly graduated |so 
that on Aug. 1, 1917, there were eighty-four junior mili- 
tary aviators. 
task of opening and organizing flying fields. i 
Most of the instruction at this period was done /by 
professional, or civilian flyers. The average number! of 
civilian flyers on duty with the Air Service from Sept; 1, 
1917, to Jan. 1, 1918, was seventy. After Jan. 1, 1918, 
the importance of the civilian flying instructor had prac- 


tically ceased, due to the fact that a number of reserve — 


military aviators had been trained as flying instructers. 
Only men temperamentally suited for instructors were 
selected. By Jan. 1, 1918, Reserve military aviatprs 
were being graduated by hundreds each week. The num- 
ber of R.M.A.’s graduated at all of the fields on Nov. 11, 
1918, is 8,689 and the total number graduated to Magch 
27, 1919, is 9,926. The number of observers trained ‘to 
Noy. 11, 1918, was 1,620, and to April 1, 1919, 2,274,

Georgia School of Technology, May 1, 1918; U. of Dli- 
nois, Noy. 23, 1918; Ohio State U., Sept. 17, 1 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Aug. 31, 1918; 
Princeton U., Noy. 23, 1918; U. of Texas, Feb. 1, 1919. 
All these schools were used at the opening for the train- 
ing of aviation cadets. Later, however, this particular 
training was confined to Cornell, Princeton, the Univer- 
sities of California and Texas—the other schools being 
utilized for the training of ground officers in specialized 
work, such as radio-telegraphy, photography, engineer- 
ing, squadron supply work, and squadron adjutants. The 
total enrolment of cadets who were candidates for com- 
missions as flying officers in all the schools was 22,689. 
Of this number 15,628 entering flying fields in the United 
States; 1,791 were sent overseas directly from ground 
school, a portion of this number were trained in the 
Flying Corps of England, France and Italy. 

The number of men discharged from ground schools (a 
number of whom were sent back to their organizations) 
was 5,149. The reasons for these discharges cover 
wide range, among which were mental deficiencies, physi- 
eal disability, disciplinary action, reduction of pay from 
$100 per month to $33 per month, which order went into 
effect as of March $1, 1918. The signing of the armis- 
tice was also. responsible for the ation of a great 
number of cadets. At this time: an order was 
giving candidates the option of asking for discharge or 
continuing their training until they were qu Re- 
serve military aviators. This was a forward-looking 
policy, it being deemed good business to finish the train- 
ing of these men in order to establish a strong reserve. 

In addition to the men trained in this country, sev- 
enty-nine cadets from ground schools and ‘eighty-six 
cadets from the first and second line officers’ training 
camps were assigned to the British Royal Flying Corps 
in Canada for flying cag the first cadet woones 
to Toronto, Canada, July 9, 1917. There were 
cadets who received primary training as balloonists at 
the Massachusetts Institution of Technology.

These flying officers were assigned to the - 
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the number of S92 were enrolled during the continu- 
ance of the school. The school commissioned 415 of 
this number, discharged thirty-seven and returned twenty- 
one to their organizations. On Jan. 17, 1918, when the 
school closed, the remainder were sent to the Supply 
Officers’ School at Georgia School of Technology, the 
Engineer Officers’ School at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and the School for Adjutants at Qhio State 
University. The totals for candidates trained and com- 
missioned at the above schools are as follows: 

Supply Officers’ School: Georgia Sehool of Tech- 
nology, 852. Engineer Officers’ School: Massachusetts 
Institute of ‘Technology, 726. Adjutants School: Ohio 
State University, 789. 

The Photographic Branch were responsible for the 
training of photographie officers. This branch estab- 
lished a school at Langley Field, Va., Oct. 19, 1917, and 
a school at Cornell University Jan. 9, 1918, at which 
were trained and commissioned 207 photographic offi- 
cers. The Radio Branch, starting with thirty-five radio 
officers, commissioned at flying fields, trained and com- 
etissioned seventy-three officers at Maryland State Col- 
jege, and 351 radio offieers at Columbia University, which 
sehool was opened in April, 1918. Graduates of these 
schools were given a practical course of three weeks in 
installation and aerial radio at Post Field, Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma, and a two weeks’ course in radio telephony 
at Gerstner Field, Lake Charles, La. The Gunnery 
Branch trained 202 armament officers at the Armorers’ 
School, Wilbur Wright Field, Fairfiekil, Ohio, which 
sehee!l was opened April 15, 1918. Twenty-seven offi- 
eers of the Ordnance Department were also trained at 
this school 

Flying Fields. 

On April 6, 1917, the Army had but three flying fields : 
Mineola, L.J.: Rockwell Pield, San Diego, Calif., and 
Chandler Field, Essington, Pa. Subsequent to that date 
and prior te Nov. 11, 1918, twenty-four additional flying 
fields were opened.

flying and ground personnel, both commissioned and en- 
listed, that received technical imstruction in special 
schools established by the Training Section is: 

Flying officers, 13,144; ground officers, 3,245; enlisted 
men, 24,512; total, 40,901. This figure is exclusive of 
the men who are instructed in schools opened by com- 
manding officers of Air Service stations. 

When it is considered that schools had to be estab- 
lished, equipped, instructors selected. for the training of 
nearly 41,000 men; that the progressive training of these 
men was carefully tabulated and complete records com- 
piled, the magnitude of the problem of Air Service train- 
ing can be appreciated. The above statistics do not in- 
clude figures for the Americam Expeditionary Force.

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INJUSTICE TO THE NAVAL MILITIA. 


To ree Eprror or tHe ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Why is it that the Navy Department has acted with 
such imjustice to the Naval Militia in regard te promo- 
tions among commissioned officers? This body for many 
years before the present war was voluntarily training 
as an adjunct to the Regular Navy in emergency, and 
when the crisis arrived the Naval Militia premptly be- 
came a part of the Navy for the war, ready to perform 
any duty ordered. Instead of appreciating a force like 
the Naval Militia, which consisted of officers and men 
who were generally well-trained for duties of various 
kinds, and who were highly commended by Navy officers 
before the war, the Navy Department has apparently 
been bent on desiroying all incentive for men to join 
the organization by refusing them an equal chance for 
prometion with those whe went into the Navy other 
than in the Naval Militia. 

Of the lieutenants in the Naval Militia, so far as 
known not one has been promoted to the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander since the war in either line or staff, 
except by transfer te another class, while some men who 
entered the Navy from civil life have been promoted to 
lieutenant commander in a remarkably short time, and 
some of these could hardly tell a ship from a trolley car. 
It is understeod that promotion to lieutenant com- 
mander was refused because it was held that officers 
had not performed five years’ sea duty. Even so, this is 
no reason why promotion should be held back, as fitness 
reports will show that many assigned to sea duty, if 
not practically all, have been efficient. 

Officers skilled as lawyers, doctors, engineers, etc., 
should have been advanced in rank and assigned to 
duties where they would fit in, and there were hundreds 
of such jobs which could have been filled by officers of 
the Naval Militia, skilled as specialists in their line for 
shore duty, reljeving many officers of the Navy who were 
on such duty and were skilled seamen needed for duty at 
sea. It is hoped that before it is too late some recogni- 
tion will be given to officers of the Naval Militia who 
have justly deserved promotion, and have been denied it 
for apparently no sound reason.

A PLEA FOR THE BLUE UNIFORM. 
To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

A recent order states in effect that officers who have 
purchased all manner of uniform clething, well knowing 
that it was markedly dissimilar to the prescribed uni- 
form, are authorized to wear it until it is worn out. 
That is to say, those officers who deliberately caused 
their uniforms to be made in a style differing widely 
from what is required, are now privileged to use them.

ARTILLERY. 
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STOCKINGS FOR THE UNIFORM.

Atmost SATISFIED, 
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WELCOME TO ADMIRAL WILSON. 


Rear Admiral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., who as a 
vice admiral was in command of the U.S. Patrol Force, 
and also of the U.S. Naval Forces in French waters, 
which rendered such efficient services during the war, 
received a big welcome in his home town at Camden, 
N.J., on April 17. It took up the better part of the day 
and included a public reception at the 3d Regiment arm- 
ory. He was met at the railroad station at Philadel- 
phia by a special committee and crossed the river to 
Camden in a specialsboat. He was received at the hotel 
a little before noon by Rear Admiral C. F. Hughes, 
U.S.N.; Mayor Smith of Philadelphia; Mayor Ellis of 
Camden, and others ef the committee. After an informal 
reception at the court house the party was taken to 
the Wilson homestead, where the Admiral greeted his 
mother, who is eighty-seven years old, and there was a 
band concert-of patriotic airs. At the high school there 
was a reception by the students and a planked shad 
dinner was served at the Mohican Club. 


U.S. Patrol Force Under Admiral Wilson. 


When war was declared Admiral Wilson was placed in 
command of the United States Patrol Force with the 
Olympia .as his flagship. His force comprised cruisers, 
gunboats, coast guard cutters, destroyers and converted 
yachts and was organized in April, 1917, for offshore 
operations in the western Atlantic ocean against enemy 
submarines and raiders. When it became apparent that 
the enemy’s effort was being confined to European waters, 
the Patrol Force, under Admiral Wilson, was sent there 
to get contact with the enemy submarines. Most of 
the vessels were sent to Queenstown, Brest and Gibral- 
tar. In August, 1917, Admiral Wilson was at Gibraltar 
in command of a force of twenty-three vessels, working 
with the British in the western approaches to the Medi- 
terranean. On Noy. 1, 1917, he was transferred to 
France and served throughout the remainder. of the 
war as commander, U.S. Naval Forces in France, with 
the U.S.S. Prometheus as his flagship. The American 
force was gradually increased to a total of seventy ves- 
sels, including thirty-five destroyers. S. naval repair 
and supply bases were established at Brest, Lorient and 
Rochefort. Fuel oil tanks of 28,000 tons capacity were 
built by the U.S. Navy at Brest, and tanks of 10,000 
tons capacity were erected at Lorient, La Pallice and 
in the vicinity of Bordeaux. It was found necessary to 
provide extensive additional facilities along the French 
coast for taking care of the American warships. This 
included a supply of fresh water at Brest, where water 
works were installed by the U.S. Army engineers. Naval 
hospitals were also established at Brest, Lorient and 
Bordeaux, and naval post offices at different places. 
Rescue tugs and a wrecking steamer, the  U.S.S. Favor- 
ite, were maintained at Brest for assisting damaged ves- 
sels, and they rendered valuable aid to vessels that had 
been torpedoed. . 

Fifteen U.S. Naval. Aviation Stations were built 
along the French coast. These ineluded seaplane, diri- 
gible and kite balloon stations. aviation assembly 
and repair base with accommodations for 5,000 men and 
large machine shops were established at Pauillac. These 
stations were erected by men of the Navy and were com- 
pleted anf under operations within ten months. A tele- 
phone and telegraph system was built.for the Navy 
along the French coast by the U.S. Signal Corps to con- 
nect up the naval and air stations. This involved the 
construction of 1,500 miles of poles and wires. . 

Of the vessels of the force, ten small yachts and five 
torpedoboats operated under the French in coastal con- 
voy escort. These vessels protected convoys containing 
often from twenty to thirty ships through coastal chan- 
nels with frequent fogs and treacherous currents. The 
losses were remarkably small. A force of ten American 
mine sweepers, under Capt. T. P. Magruder, U.S.N., 
based on Lorient, kept open the approaches to St. Nazaire 
and performed their hazardous duty in a manner which 
won warm commendation from the French... The re- 
maining vessels, destroyers and large yachts, safeguarded 
the passage of troop and store ships through the sub- 
marine zone, meeting the incoming ships well at sea 
before they entered the dangerous area and taking the 
empty ships westward. 

Between Jan. 1 and Nov. 1, convoys were escorted at 
an average rate of about one convoy per day, or 175 
ships per month. Regardless of weather the Patrol 
Forceenever failed even with their small vessels, to make 
contact with a troop convoy at the appointed time and 
place. Over a million American soldiers were landed 
on the coast of France during Admiral Wilson’s admin- 
istration and of this number not a man was lost. This 
is a great testimony of the efficient duty ‘performed.

FOREIGN DECORATIONS FOR U.S. OFFICERS. 
France Honors Officers of Our Navy. 


In an official statement issued by the French govern- 
ment on April 15 the announcement was made that Ad- 
miral William S. Benson, U.S.N., was promoted to re- 
ceive the Grand Cross of thé Legion of Honor.

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OUR TROOPS IN RUSSIA. 


The War Department announcement of April 15 of a 
cabled communcation from General Pershing on the sit- 
uation in northwestern Russia was reassuring in that it 
reported Brig. Gen. Wilds P. Richardson, U.S.A., on his 
way to the front and the general situation as satisfac- 
tory. The reported mutiny of Co. I, 339th Inf., has not 
yet been fully explained, but it is expected at the War 
Department that shortly after General Richardson 
reaches the front advices by cable will immediately be 
forthcoming describing in detail the recent ‘disturbing 
and extraordinary action of this unit of the American 
troops. The cable message from General Pershing as 
given out at the War Department reads: “Following 
telegram from Brig. Gen. Wilds P. Richardson, Mur- 
mansk, repeated for your information: ‘April 13. Mili- 
tary situation in this sector appears satisfactory. Force 
of Russians supported by Allies attacked and occupied 
Uros Ozero April 11, killing 46, wounding 9, capturing 
26 prisoners, 2 field guns, 1 machine gun, 7,000 shells. Al- 
lied casualties, 1 Canadian sergeant killed and 1 French 
sergeant wounded. Am leaving with headquarters staff 
and replacement orders April 14 for Archangel. - Expect 
to arrive in about six days.” ~ 

The 339th Infantry, Company I of which refused to 
obey orders at Archangel, Russia, on March 30, until 
Col. George E. Stewart, U.S.A., commanding, talked 
with them, is not a Regular Army regiment. It was 
made up of drafted men and was originally a part of 
the 170th Infantry Brigade of the 85th Division, Major 
Gen. C. W. Kennedy, serving in France. . Colonel Stew- 
art, in command of the 339th Infantry, was born in New 
South Wales Aug. 2, 1872, and entered the Regular 
Army as a private in Battery A, 5th Artillery, Oct. 5, 
1896. He received his first commission, that of second 
lieutenant, 19th Infantry, in April, 1899. He subse- 
quently served in the 15th and 22d Infantry, the Q.M. 
Corps and was in the 11th Infantry at the outbreak of 
the present war. Colonel Stewart is the holder of a Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor, awarded for distinguished 
gallantry in action in the Philippines in 1899, in plung- 
ing into a river and saving the life of an enlisted man 
at the imminent risk of his own. The War Department 
records show that the 339th Infantry was the only regi- 
ment of the U.S. Army on duty at Archangel at the time 
of the mutiny. The troops of the U.S. Army on duty in 
Vladivostok, Siberia, as shown by War Department 
records are the following: 27th Infantry, 3%st Infantry, 
4th Ambulance Company, Evacuation Hospital No. 17, 
Field Hospital No. 4, Provisional Depot Company No.

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2D DIVISION ASSOCIATION ORGANIZED. 


On the suggestion of Brig. Gen. John A. Lejeune, U.S. 
M.C., commanding the 2d Division, A.E.F., that an as- 
sociation be formed to keep alive in the years to come 
the spirit the men of the 2d Division have displayed in 
the war, the 2d Division Association was recently or- 
ganized at a meeting held at Divisional Headquarters 
in Germany, a constitution adopted and officers elected.

Corps, U.S.A.; Col. H. C. Snyder, 
U.S.M.C., commanding 5th Regiment, Marines; Major

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RETURN OF 332D INF, ie 

Col. William Wallace, U.S.A, ved at the port of 
New York on April 14 on the Italian transport Duc} 
D’Aosta from Genoa in command of the 332d Infantry, 
made up of men from Ohio and Pennsylvania. The 332d 
was the only regiment of Infantry from the U.S. Army 
that served in Italy. It left Camp Sherman, Ohio, May 
25, 1918, for France. The regiment arrived in Italy ou 
July 7, 1918, and went to Villa Franca for a short 
time for a rest and for additional training. On Oct. 1 
the 332d was moved to the front lines back of the Piave 
River as a part of the 37th Italian division, under the 
general command of the Duke D’Aosta.- Colone! Wal- 
lace said that one of his battalions spread out and cov- 
ered as much ground as an entire Italian regiment. Tho 
offensive began on Oct. 26, just nine days before the 
Austrian armistice was signed, on Nov. 4. The day 
of the beginning of the offensive, the 332d was switched 
to the 10th British army, under General Lord Caven, 
The Allies then presented a front of three English divi- 
sions and two Italian divisions, with the American regi- 
ment brigaded with the British. The 332d Infantry was 
in action from Oct. 27 until Nov. 4, but the only eas- 
ualties due to the fighting occurred on the very last day 
of the actual fighting, when the Ohio unit lost one man 
killed and seven wounded in a skirmish with an Austrian 
machine gun nest.’

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GENERAL Woop ON NATIONAL TRAINING. 

At a luncheon given by the Union League Club of 
Chicago on March 30 Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A.., 
commanding the Central Department, on the city 
of Chicago’s plan for a junior R.O.T.C. to take place 
during the coming summer, when high = may 
receive military training. He said, in part: “National 
preparedness may be long-in coming. There are ob- 
stacles to be overcome, but it will come coupled wi 
the vocational training that will make for universal 
service. You know more wars will come. Give your 
boys a sporting chance by making them strong and effi- 
cient and’ givitfg them officers who will save them from 
death on the battlefield. We must all get behind this 
movement so that when the next war comes we will be 
ready to meet it promptly and effectively. We were 
fortunate in being able to make our preparations for, 
this last war behind the Allied lines, but there may be 
no Allied lines protecting us in the future. On the 
training of Reserve officers will depend the amount of 
your losses in future wars and in the amount of peace, 
you are te have. We must bring about universal mili- 
tary training for our protection and self-respect. This 
is a good start. We know we can train the average citi- 
zen for duty as a private soldier in six months, but we 
found vital the need of trained officers for the work. I 
hope every city and state will take up this high school 
plan.”

Commodore Abel F. Price, Med. Corps, U.S.N., retired, 

ied at Springfield, Mass. March 22,1919. He was 

ra. in Pennsylvania Dec. 13, 1847, and entered the 
Navy as an assistant surgeon Noy. 10, 1868. Among 
other duties, he served at the naval hospital, Washing- 
ton, 1869-70; on the Juniata, European Fleet, 1871-3 ; 
Powhatan, North Atlantic Fleet, 1873-4; receiving ship 
Potomac, 1875; Monocacy, Asiatic Station, 1877-81; 
naval hospital, Chelsea, 1881; receiving ship St. Louis, 
1881-4, and on the Ossipee, Asiatic Station, 1884-7. He 
was on duty at the Naval Dispensary, Washington, 
1887-90, and on special duty December, 1890, to March, 
1891, and was on the Monongahela from March, 1891, 
to 1894, and was next at the torpedo station, Newport. 
He was subsequently oneduty at the navy yard, New 
York; was fleet surgeon of the Asiatic Fleet, under 
Commodore Dewey, on the Olympia, September, 1897, 
to 1898, served at the navy yard, New York, and at the 
naval hospital, Washington. He was retired for age on 
Dee. 13, 1909, and held the office of medical director. 

Chief Engr. Charles H. Manning, U.S.N., retired, died 
at Manchester, N.H., April 1, 1919. He was born in 
Maryland June 9, 1842, and was appointed a third as- 
sistant engineer in the Navy Feb. 19, 1863. He was re- 
tired for disability incident to the service Juné 14, 1884, 
after nine years and one month sea duty and nine years 
and two months duty ashore..

Adelaide and other vessels. uring other duties he 
served as an instructor at the Naval Academy, and was 
a member of the first advisory board in 1881 which pre- 
scribed the general characteristics of warships for the 
new Navy. uring the Spanish-American War he was 
reassigned to active duty at Key West, Fla., having to 
do with repairs to the machinery of warships there. 
After he was retired he became connected with’ the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Company, and was the pio- 
neer in designing a 2,000-horsepower horizontal water 
turbine, the first large installation, it is said, of its 
kind. He was also a consulting engineer for several 
large mills, and was prominent in construction of ma- 
chinery in various plants. He was a past vice president 
of the American Society of Mechanical Engineers, and 
among other societies he was a member of were the Army 
and Navy Club of New York, American Society of 
Naval Engineers, United States Naval Institute, Ameri- 
ean Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers. 
He married forty-two-ftars ago Miss Fannie Bartlett, 
of Boston, a daughter of Charles Bartlett, who died a 
few years ago. Three sons survive, Robert L., Charles 
B., and Francis B. Manning. Mrs. Manning and Asst. 
Engr. Charles W. Livermore, U.S.N., retired, were first 
cousins. 

A notice of the death of Col. Samuel M. Swigert 
on April 4, 1919, at Walton, Ky., appeared in our issue 
of April 12 on page 1122. His friends throughout the 
old Army will be glad to know that his long invalidism 
of seventeen years closed peacefully, writes a corre 
spondent. He had been in splendid health at his home 
in Kentucky for a year, and his elder daughter was visit- 
ing him at the time of his death, after a sickness of but 
two days, of pneumonia. Although Colonel Swigert’s 
Army life led him into many distant lands, he never out- 
grew his love for his native state, and the old school- 
mates, relatives, friends, and both daughters will long 
remember the beautiful, impressive scene as he was 
borne to hiv last resting place in the Swigert lot in the 
historical old Frankfort Cemetery, where lie so many 
of Kentucky’s sons.

FUNERAL OF MAJOR JOHN L. MAYER, U.S.M.C. 


The funeral services of Major John Lyne Mayer, U.S. 
M.C., were held at the marine barracks, Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, April 5, 1919, Chaplain Petersen, U.S.N., officiat- 
ing. Comdr. F. X. Koltes, U.S.N.; Lieut. Col. J. K. 
Tracy, Majors N. A. Eastman, R. O. Burwell, O. BEB. 
O’Neill and Capt. ©. G. James, of the Marine Corps, 
acted.as pallbearers. The body was shipped via the S.S. 
Oranje Nassau for interment at York, Pa. Major 
Mayer was shot from ambush and instantly killed near 
Mirobalais, April 4, while leading his men against a 
force of bandits. Major Mayer, during his two-year 
stay at Port-au-Prince, endeared himself to all. As 
commanding officer, he worked quietly but effectively to 
bring the marine barracks to its present high state of 
efficiency. Of lovable disposition, generous to a fault, 
Mayer was one of those sterling characters whose friend- 
ship was an honor. 

Few knew him better than I did. We were school- 
mates at Annapolis and messmates at Port-au-Prince for 
many months. No man was better liked in the class of 
1913, Naval Academy, than he.

But, ladies and gentlemen, the 
British captured them all, without, I believe, making 
any attempt to do so.”

By direction of the President the Medal of Honor has 
been awarded posthumously to Lieut. Frank Luce, jr., 
27th Aero Sqdn., for conspicuous gallantry in action. 

fter having destroyed a number of German aircraft 
within seventeen days, on Sept. 29, 1918, while near 
Murvaux, France, he voluntarily started on a patrol 
after German observation balloons. Although pursued 
by eight enemy airplanes, which were protecting the 
enemy balloon line, he unhesitatingly attacked and shot 
down in flames three German balloons, being himself 
under heavy fire from ground batteries and the hostile 
airplanes. Severely wounded, he descended to within 
fifty meters of the ground and flying at this low altitude 
opened fire upon enemy troops, killing six and wounding 
many more. Forced to make a landing and surrounded 
on all sides by the enemy who called on him to surrender, 
he drew his automatic pistol and defended himself until 
he fell dead from a wound in the chest. The medal is to 
be presented to his father, Frank Luce, of Phoenix, Ariz, 
by The Adjutant General of the Army.

ment to the correspondents at Washington on March 29, 
instead of the 90th Division. He says the proposed 
action would not be fair to the 90th in view of its record, 
it having sailed for France almost one year before the 
36th, while the casualties it sustained were exceeded 
only by seven divisions. Mr. Terrell suggests that “the 
chivalrous boys of the 36th Division” decline the honor 
which the War Department may confer upon them.

Major Gen. William H. Johnston, U.S.A., who was 
in command of the 91st Division during the operation at 
St. Mihiel, France, last August, arrived at New York 
April 16 from France with the last portion of: his divi- 
sion numbering 2,273 officers and men. The division lost 
approximately 1,400 men killed and 5,400 wounded dur- 
ing the heavy fighting in the Argonne. “Our division 
took more than three thousand prisoners,” said General 
Johnston, “many of them from the three most famous— 
or shall we say infamous—Prussian Guard regiments, 
known as the crack fighters in the German army. Our 
men captured fifty guns of the heavy artillery type and 
500 machine guns. One hundred and fifty men of the 
Qist are wearing the Distinguished Service Cross, five 
have th a ymca Medal for Valor, 101 have the 
French Croix de Guerre and 150 the Belgian War Crom 
That tells the story of the valor of the 9ist.” The Ger 
eral said he had written letters te the Governors of the 
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eight states from which the men of the 91st Division 
were drawn, telling of the splendid work performed by 
the soldiers from their respective states,

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS.

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DELIVERIES OF ORDNANCE ITEMS. 

The value of the chief items of ordnance delivered 
during the week ended March 27 was only 13,700,000, 
as compared with a previous low figure of $5,300,000, 
and $26,000,000 for the week preceding the armistice. 
The value of ordnance items which it is proposed to 


complete on war orders had been reduced by deliveries ] 


and revision of plans. te abqut $104,000,000 on March 
27, as compared with $168,660,000 a month earlier.’ 
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A NAVY WITHOUT MEN TO RUN IT. 

A combination of. circumstances affecting reductidn of 
the enlisted personnel of the Navy, and over which the 
Navy Department has little or no control, is a cause of 
serious anxiety to the Enlisted Personnel Section of: the 
Bureau of Navigation. Releases from the Navy already 
effected ox ordered will reduce the totalenlisted- per- 
sonnel certainly to 250,000 by July 1, a figure consid- 
ered the minimum. needed to man the vessels of the Navy 
and to bring- home the troops from overseas. This in- 
cludes both Regulars and Reserves, for all purposes. The 
Navy is operating 1,711 ships requiring an enlisted per- 
sonnel of 165,779 men, composed of 119,497 Regulars 
and 46,282 of the Naval Reserve Force. There are re- 
quired to man troop transports and merchant ships 
70,000 men. And there is.the force required for shore 
stations and other purposes. 

The Naval Reserve Force obligate themselves “to 
serve in the Navy in time of war or during the existence 
of a national emergency, declared by the President” ; they 
may be ordered into active service by the President “in 
time of war or when, in his opinion, a national emergency 
exists.” It is held that the Reserves go out immedi- 
ately the emergency ends; it apparently lies with, the 
President to declare when the emergency is ended. Should 
the emergency be terminated the Reserves would return 
automatically to inactive duty. 

Should Congress when it convenes follow ten- 
dency clearly indicated at the last session, it will in- 
clude in the Naval Appropriation bill a proviso to 
change the enlistments of the four-year men who entered 
the Navy after war was declared to enlistment for “dura- 
tion of the war.” It is regarded as a certainty that Con- 
gress will release these four-year men and retain in the 
new Naval Appropriation bill this provision from the 
bill which did not pass at the last session: “Any en- 
listed man of the Navy or Marine Corps who since 
April 7, 1917, and before Nov. 11, 1918, enlisted for the 
period of four years shall, upon his application made 
to the Secretary of the Navy before July 1, 1919, be 
held and construed to have enlisted for the duration of 
the war and granted an honorable discharge.’ Such 
action would.cut_the Regular force from 119,497 to less 
than 100,000 men. Of these 70,000 would be required 
in connection .with transport of our. troops, leaying ap- 
proximately 30,000 men to man our great Navy. 

These figures are contingent, of course, but they fairly 
represent the problem that the Nayy Department has to 
face. Whether or not the war emergency is termihated 
in the near future the problem must ultimately be 
solved. Unless Congress provides the remedy, the Navy 
will see its vessels dangerously depleted of personnel, a 
Navy without men to man its ships. It is unthinkable 
that after its valiant war service our Navy should be 
rendered inactive for lack of adequate personnel. With 
the losses that are taking place due to demobilization, 
official estimate indicates that even in the present situa- 
tion, and with the addition of 6,000 new recruits a 
month, there will probably be on July 1, 1919, a total of 
about 180,000 men in the entire-Regular Navy. Of this 
number not more than.125,000 will be available for 
manning the ships of.the Navy. This number is many 
thousands under the force actually required unless many 


the 


Navy ships are placed out of commission, since the Navy 
is required to supply the personnel for the merchant 
ships and troop transports, totaling at present 356 ves- 
sels, with approximately 70,000 enlisted men of the Navy 
manning them. 

There must be, if our Navy is to be maintained at 
present, a complete reversal of the attitude of the en- 


listed personnel, a turnabout from “I want to get out” 
o “I want to serve.” And there must be, if our Navy 
is to be maintained in the future, intelligent and speedy 
action by Congress at the coming session to make pro- 
vision for an adequate permanent personnel.

The most optimistic outlook to-day—an outlook which 
comprehends a hands-off attitude by Congress relative 
to the four-year men who entered the Navy after April 7, 
1917, and a tremendous influx of recruits—focuses on 
nothing more concrete than a radical reduction of Navy 
ships in active service. Reduction which will release 
the 46,282 Reserves on board ships, who are bringing 
every conceivable pressure to bear in order to get out of 
the Service, is regarded as imperative, even before the 
emergency ceases, and such reduction has been officially 
recommended. Should this way out be adopted it will 
at least leave what ships remain on the active list in a 
much more’ satisfactory situation as to enlisted: person- 
nel.

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GENERAL HAIG ON THE. CAVALRY. 

In his final dispatch concerning the operations of the 
British Expeditionary Force, which was made public 
in England on April 10, Sir Douglas Haig emphasizes 
the value of cavalry in modern war, saying that “in the 
light of full experience of war’ the decision to preserve 
the cavalry corps has been Completely justified. It has 
been proved,” he continues, “that cavalry, whether 
used for shock effect, under ‘suitable conditions, or as 
mobile infantry, have still an indispensable part to 
play in modern war. Moreover, it cannot safely be as- 
sured that in all future wars the flank of the opposing 
forces will rest on neutral states or impassable ob- 
stacles.” As for the tanks as a substitute for cavalry 
he states that immense as their influence might have 
been, they could not by themselves decide a campaign. 
“Their true role is to assist infantrymen, by whose 
rifles and bayonets only can a decisive victory be won.” 

The tables of organization for our mobile Army of 
509,904 men, as recently issued by the War Depart- 
ment, show very clearly that the General Staff of the 
U.S. Army is of much. the same mind as Field Marshal 
Haig regarding the importance of cavalry. Civilian 
arguments as to the superiority of aircraft over mounted 
troops have not influenced our trained officers in their 
judgment as to the relative importance of these two 
arms of the Service. And in order ef strength of the 
two corps the Cavalry still outnumbers the Air Service 
in the U.S. Army although in point of strength the Cav- 
alry now takes fourth place as compared with its situa- 
tion in this respect previous to the passage of the Na- 
tional Defense Act in June, 1916, the last time we had 
a broad reorganization of the Army. 

rding to the new tables of organization on Jan. 
15 the Infantry leads all other arms, with a commis- 
sioned strength of 7,050 officers and 196,095 men.: The 
Field Artillery comes next with 3,295 officers’ and 
62,172 men. The Coast Artillery Corps takes third place 
with 2,473 officers and 58,030 men; the Cavalry falls 
into fourth place with 1,683 officers and 41,650 men; 
and the Air Service in fifth place among the combatant 
troops with 1,928 officers and 21,853 men: Comparing 
this with the authorized strength of the Army in June, 
1916, it is noted that with the Infantry leading with 
1,530 officers and 54,443 men, the Coast Artillery Corps 
then took second place with 715 officers and 19,321 men, 
the Cavalry falling into third place with 765. officers and 
17,594 men. The Field Artillery was in fourth place 
with 252 officers and 6,358 men. There was_no Air 
Service as such in June, 1916. The experiences of the 
war have had a more marked effect on the relative posi- 
tions of the Field Artillery and Coast Artillery Corps 
than of any of the other branches of the Army. Whereas 
the enlisted strength of the Infantry has been increased 
approximately four times between June, 1916, an Jan. 
15, 1919, the enlisted strength of the Field Artillery has 
been increased approximately ten times and that of the 
Coast Artillery Corps three times. The Cavalry has 
been a little more than doubled in actual numbers. The 
increase of the enlisted strength of the mobile Army is 
four and a half times that of the authorized strength of 
the Army in June, 1916. 
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BETTER QUARTERS FOR BorvDER TROOPS. 

Construction of 170 Army stations along the Mexican 
border at a cost of $3,000,000 has been authorized by the 
War Department. These stations, consisting of small, 
semi-permanent barracks, will be placed at convenient 
points along the stretch of nearly 1,500 miles now po- 
liced by Regular troops of the U.S. Army, replacing the 
tents used at these points. The purpose, it was pointed 
out at the War Department, is to give the soldiers on 
border duty the comfortable quarters to which they are 
entitled. The men have carried on the patrol duty all 
through the war uncomplainingly, though they were 
most eager for service overseas. The troops have been 
far from comfortable in the tent shelters, but health 
conditions are good. In connection with the Mexican 
border patrol it may now be stated that the War De- 
partment will in the future have twelve. non-rigid bal- 


loons available for this service. Six balloons have been 


purchased in Great Britain and six more are building at 
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Akron, Ohio, bought from the Navy Department. The 
War Department is also constructing a monster shed on 
Langley Field, Va.,; for the accommodation of a Zeppelin 
that is to come to the United States as part of the war 
material turned overto the Allied forces by Germany.

MORALE AND THE VicToRY LOAN. 


In the civilian world there is a general acceptance of 
the erroneous idea that “the war is over.” Among the 
officers and men of the Army and Navy, and in their 
families. as well, no such misconception exists. The 
hardships that are always brought to Service people by 
war in the way of actual living ‘“‘in the field,” in long 
separation of families, in financial difficulties following 
on these conditions-—these things are just as pressing 
to-day among our readers as they were between April 6, 
1917, and the day the armistice was signed. Even when 
the public is called upon to’ subscribe to the new Vic- 
tory Liberty Loan, fifth and last of our war loans, the 
relation of that loan to the Services is more closely knit 
than it is to the general public since on the success of 
the loan will depend to a great extent the morale of our 
troops still in the field. Morale is a term and a condi- 
tion that means little to the civilian; yet to the Army 
and Navy it is a word of the most profound importance. 
Since we entered the war. there has been no time when 
the task of keeping the morale of our officers and men 
up to the proper pitch has been so difficult as now. And 
the longer we have to keep them abroad in France, 
Russia and Siberia the harder will be this task of main- 
taining morale. And so among the thoughts and im- 
pulses urging the people of America to subscribe to this 
final loan the Services have this special one of aiding in 
the upholding of morale. Secretary Glass has pointed 
out that the new loan calls more for a display of patri- 
otism this time than ever before and that the financial 
a##pect of the loan can be: put im the background. His 
reason for arguing in this fashion is that’ the eousitry 
has obligated itself in: many ways and those obligations 
must be met. Among these responsibilities is the bring- 
ing home of the troops from abroad comfortably and 
quickly, their demobilization, and the payment of their 
bonus. These are:among the best of reasons for sub- 
scribing to the Victory Liberty Loan, but the financial 
advantages of the new bonds Should not be completely 
overlooked. The rate of interest they pay is higher than 
any of the-previous issues. Beyond their short life the 
bonds have all the good features of their predecessors. 
They are a good investment. But if we put all these 
material aspects aside and only look at the Victory 
Liberty Loan “trom the viewpoint of patriotism, then, 
once again, the Services must look upon it as their 
special province. For who, among all Americans, so 
firmly and consistently uphold patriotism as the officers, 
enlisted men, and the fa:nilies of the Services in time of 
peace as well as time of war? 
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ArMyY FLiers BARRED FROM PrizE CONTESTS. 

While it is the purpose of the Army and the Navy Air 
Services to encourage by participation, so far as either 
Service can do so, the development of aeronautics, the 
disposition of the War Department is firmly against al- 
lowing flyers in either Service to enter prize contests or 
to grant the use of Government material to aid civilian 
exhibitions. In face of strong representations in behalf 
of the so-called second Pan-American Aeronautical Ex- 
hibition to be held at.Atlantic City, N.J., in May, 1919, 
the War Department has given its endorsement to the 
decision of Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, U.S.A., Di- 
rector of Air Service, not to allow the Army fiyers to 
take part or allow the use of Government material. 
Giving the reasons for this. decision the demobiliza- 
tion, reorganization,.the Victory Loan campaign, and the 
consequent great amount of work under way with a de- 
creased personnel, General Menoher on’ April 15 said: 
“Army flyers and planes cannot compete for the Pulitzer 
or other trophies for the same reasons, and for the addi- 
tional reason that it is considered an improper use of 
the time of the flyers and of Government property to 
compete for purses and individual prizes. ‘The Air Ser- 
vice will give favorable considération ‘to any project of 
this sort which has for its object derial performances

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HEARINGS ON MILITARY JUSTICE. 
General Menoher Approves Present System. 

Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, U.S.A., Director of 
Air Service, formerly commanding general of the 42d 
(Rainbow) Division, A.E.F., appeared before the com- 
mittee of the American Bar Association which is con- 
ducting an inquiry into the Army courts-martial system, 
having resumed its hearings in Washington on April 15. 
General Menoher was the first general officer to appear 
before the committee, which had previously heard only 
officers of the Judge Advocate General’s Department. In 
asking him to express his views Chairman Gregory said 
his opinion would be valuable, as the question of mili- 
tary justice and military discipline were practical mat- 
ters and concerned commanding officers more than those 
whose duties consisted solely of departmental affairs. 
General Menoher expressed his satisfaction with the 
court-martial system as now administered when he said: 
“I think the present system, if properly carried out, 
covers the whole ground.” He then discussed features 
of the application of military justice in the 42d Divi- 
sion, in reply to questions asked him by members of 
the committee. : 

He said that during his tenure of command there was 
only one case tried by general court-martial in his divi- 
sion in which the penalty of death was adjudged; he 
recommended a commutation to twenty years’ imprison- 
ment, on account of extenuating circumstances. In re- 
sponse to the question which has often arisen during the 
course of the court-martial controversy as to whether the 
appointing officer should be bound by the recommendation 
of the division judge advocate, General Menoher said 
that there were no cases in which he differed from the 
legal officer of his division in which he himself did not 
recede in favor of the opinion of the judge advocate, be- 
cause, as he said: “I was primarily interested in admin- 
istering justice, and here was a properly constituted 
legal officer whose recommendations I accepted.” 

When asked concerning his exercise of the power 
vested in him to return the records of a trial to the 
court with the recommendation of reversal of the find- 
ings or modification of sentence, General Menoher re- 
plied that he had returned the records after several trials 
with the recommendation that a finding of guilty be 
substituted for a finding of acquittal and in a few in- 
stances he had recommended that sentences be increased. 
In the majority of cases, he said, the court adhered to 
its original findings. After explaining that this power 
of the reviewing authority had appeared to be most 
widely subject to attack and appeared to be most re- 
pugnant to civilian legal authorities. Colonel Hinkley, 
of the committee, asked if the General would consider 
it detrimental to the enforcement of discipline if this 
power were denied. General Menoher said: “I do; I 
think it is a power which is not going to be abused. The 
court is influenced only by the logic of the recommenda- 
tion of the reviewing authority and not at all by what 
might be considered as an order. That has beén my ex- 
perience. The whole matter of court-martial is so 
bound up with the question of discipline that I think it 
would be a great mistake to take this power away. — 

“TI do not recall,” he said, “that in this controversy it 
has ever been claimed that any innocent man was found 
guilty. With regard to the length of sentences, however, 
it is another matter. We always felt that adjustment of 
sentences would be made after the war and that final -ad- 
justment so that every man got the same deal was in 
the hands of higher authority.” 

Enlisted Men to Form Jury? 

One of the most important suggestions brought out 
during the hearing was that general courts for the trial 
of enlisted men be composed of enlisted men.sitting as 
a jury, presided over by a legal officer who should pass 
upon all questions of law and upon the admissability of 
evidence. This was brought out by a question by Mr. 
Gregory, who asked whether the present system did not 
to some extent tend to deny the enlisted man the right 
of trial by his peers. In reply General Menoher said 
that he had great confidence in the enlisted man. “I 
believe it would work,” he said, adding that he had 
never heard the suggestion before and was not pre- 
pared to present a studied reply. In response to specific 
questions, he made the following observations: The agé 
and rank of the trial judge advocate and the counsel for 
the defense is often low; the right of challenging mem- 
bers of the court is not often exercised, but when it is, 
the rights of the accused are always scrupulously re- 
garded. Cases aré tried well as a rule. It would be 
practicable to have an Army defender as well as prose- 
cutor. It might be practicable to have a judge advocate 
to tae upon questions of law and the admissability of 
evidence. The death sentence for strictly military of- 
fenses should be retained. The President should be 
allowed the right to limit sentences in time of war as 
well as in times of peace; non-military offenses should 
be tried by civil courts in times of peace and in times 
of war outside of the theater of operations. 

General Menoher was followed by Col. Charles D. 
Herron, who was in command of the 313th Field Ar- 
tillery, while that regiment was in training at Camp 
Lee and who was later attached to General Pershing’s 
staff in the Operations Division. Colonel Herron intro- 
duced his remarks with the statement*that during the 
ten months he commanded the 313th there were only 
two general, one special and thirty summary court-mar- 
tial “trials held by his organization. He said he had 
arrived at the conclusion that it was rarely the case that 
a guilty man was acquitted as the result of a military 
trial. e said: 

Colonel Herron’s Suggestions. 

“Military courts are very much concerned with giving 
out justice. They are very prone to be impatient with 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department which they 
consider entirely legal, and also with young and in- 
competent defense. The Regular Army officer believes 
in giving justice to the enlisted man because he knows 
that there is nothing more important in the development 
of successful organization than morale, and this morale 
depends largely upon the confidence the men have in 
their officers. If the officers do not give out justice, the 
men naturally have little confidence in them. My experi- 
ence is that in any organization that is at all well or- 

red there is a strong sense of law and order in the 
minds of the enlisted men, and that they take the court- 
martial system as part of the organization, and they 
are willing to abide by the rules.”

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General Chamberlain Suggests Changes. 


Major Gen. John L. Chamberlain, Inspector General 
of the Army, stated before the committees on April 16 
that the war has brought out certain defects in the 
court-martial system, but that most of them could be 
remedied without recourse to legislation. He said: “Up 
to the present emergency, I think the system was a 
very good one. Of course, there were possibilities of in- 
justice; but I believe that in the majority of trials we 
came as near getting at the actual facts as was possible. 
During the war there have obviously been many injus- 
tices, but these have been more apparent than real. The 
experiences of the war have brought out certain weak 
points, many of which have already been and most of 
which can be corrected by Executive Order. . . . If 
the presiding officer, the trial judge advocate, the coun- 
sel for the defense and the court are wisely chosen—if 
they are men who are experienced and who have such a 
knowledge of law as experienced officers would have— 
then there will be little injustice. In certain cases 
which are particularly difficult or serious it might be ad- 
vantageous to have a trained lawyer to give advice to 
the court, but I do-.not think it at all necessary, and I 
would be sorry to see courts-martial tied up in any 
such way as that. I do not think it practical or desira- 
ble to have a separate corps of Army defenders.” 

General Chamberlain suggested the advisability of 
adopting the following ‘changes: A finding of acquittal 
should be final; the reviewing authority should not have 
the power of returning the record of a case for the pur- 
pose of increasing the sentence or changing an acquittal 
to a verdict of guilty; the trial judge advocate should 
not be am officer on the staff of the appointing officer, or 
if he is the case should be sent to next higher au- 
thority for review; the President should be allowed to 
set a limit on sentences in time of war as well as in 
peace; counsel for the accused should be provided in 
ample time to give the accused time to prepare his de- 
fense; appellate jurisdiction is essential, but the legal 
end of it should be advisory, and final action should be 
in the hands of the Commander-in-Chief as a-matter of 
discipline; the powers and jurisdiction of special courts 
should be broadened. In completing his voluntary testi- 
mony General Chamberlain spoke of the few cases of 
injustice occurring during the war and said:, “In equip- 
ping and training an Army of 4,000,000 and putting 
half of them in France within a year we had to sacri- 
fice something; but I think we should consider the size 
— importance of our achievement when judging the 
defects.” 


General Wood Discusses the Human Equation. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., who appeared be- 
fore the committee in the afternoon, emphasized the opin- 
ion that the faults incident to military justice are not so 
much faults in the machinery of the system, but rather 
in the rigid carrying out of the letter of the law without 
sufficient regard to the human equation. In his opinion 
the number of cases tried by general courts-martial could 
be materially reduced and injustice practically eliminated 
if the convening authority always made an effort to in- 
vestigate the circumstances peculiar to his command with 
a view to understanding better the nature of the officers 
and men under him. Speaking from his experience as 
an officer who has convened courts-martial and who had 
reviewed proceedings for twenty-one years, General 
Wood said a large number of courts-martial trials in 
excess of those whith are actually necessary come from 
a lack on the part of officers of knowledge of handling 
men. He pointed out that in-the administration of mili- 
tary justice circumstances should always be considered 
by the court and even by the appointing authority be- 
fore a court is convened to determine whether the case 
is aggravated enough to warrant general court-martial 
action. He said there is a difference in cases. of - deser- 
tion and-there is a difference in.cases of disobedience to 
orders, and that thése differences.should be taken ‘cogni- 
zance of by the courts. _He ad@ed that the military jus- 
tice system. is made flexible with the view of allowing 
the reason of the appointing authority and of the court 
members to prevail rather than to cause the imposition 
of .the most seyere sentence regardless. of the circum- 
stances. Stating that unreasoning discipline has never 
proven successful in a democratic army, General Wood 
declared that it is essential for the success and disci- 
pline of such am army that there.be a humane induction 
of Fang into service with which they are entirely unfa- 
miliar. 

He stressed a number of recommendations which he 
felt would almost entirely obviate difficulties now en- 
countered. Of these the most important and most fre- 
quently repeated was the value of the personal equation 
in dealing with men. General Wood -insisted that it is 
more important that officers be trained in the method 
of dealing with their men than that they be versed in 
purely technical and legal questions. A consideration 
of the individual merits of cases before they come to 
trial and a more thorough investigation before charges 
are preferred would do away with from fifty to seventy- 
five per cent. of trials by general courts-martial. In- 
vestigations should be complete in every detail, before 
charges aré made. He made two other definite sugges- 
tions: that the accused should always be vag with 
a counsel, and that more use should be made of 
special courts and the disciplinary powers of the com- 
manding officer. 

Prohibition’s Effect on Discipline. 

General Wood spoke of the advisability of instituting 
reforms with the view to safeguarding the rights of the 
accused in whatever manner be ble, but he 
said: “In whatever reforms are made, dop’t give us the 
possibility of a Harry Thaw case. 6 must have a 
simple and direct method.” He did not intend to con- 
vey by this that summary action by the commander in 
the field was desirable, for he s cally stated that he 
felt that even in time of war the death sentence should 
be stayed ge bye approval of the findings of 
the court. He advocated allowing the President to 
have the power to fix the limit of sentences in time of 
war as well as in peace, declaring that indeterminate 
sentences are dangerous at any time. The trial judge 
advocate should not consider as a prosecutin 
attorney, but rather as the adviser to the court on lega 
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count of the impending enforcement of prohibition laws 
throughout the United States. 


General Soott Approves Present System. 

Major General Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., retired,-who 
commanded Camp Dix during the period of hostilities, 
was the next witness. He made-a single recommenda. 
tion for the improvement of the system of military jus- 
tice, and expressed himself as otherwise entirely satis- 
fied with its substance and procedure. The President, 
he said, should be given authority to limit the amount 
of sentence in war as well as in time of peace. In. re- 
ply to questions as to whether there should be a sep- 
arate corps of defenders for the accused, whether there 
might be any improvement in the method of jnvestigat- 
ing the case before charges are brought, whether cases 
are well tried as a rule, and whether the rights of the 
accused are always well safeguarded, General Scott ex- 
pressed himself as unqualifiedly satisfied with the pres- 
ent system. He said he did not feel it was necessary to 
deprive the reviewing authority of the power to return 
the records of a case with recommendation for revision 
of the sentence upward or for findings of guilty instead 
of acquittal, and he saw no reason why the powers and 
jurisdiction of the special court should be increased. 


General Glenn Appears as Witness. 

Major Gen. Edwin F. Glenn, U.S.A., and Major 
Charles H. MacDonald, Divisional Judge Advocate ‘on 
General Glenn’s staff at Camp Sherman, appeared before 
the committee on April 17 and defended the present sys- 
tem .of military justice in the Army: Their testimony 
will be noted in our next issue. It was announced on 
that day that Lieut. Co]. Samuel T.. Ansell, U.S.A., and 
Col.. John H. Wigmore, of the J.A.G. Department, would 
appear. before the committee on April 21. 
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THE SERVICES IN VICTORY LOAN CAMPAIGN, 
Victory Liberty Loan Terms. 

Secretary of the Treasury Glass announced the terms 
of the Victory, Liberty Loan on April 13, the subscrip- 
tion campaign for which is to open on April 21 and close 
May 10. This is to be the last war loan, it is stated. 
The loan offered for popular subscription on April 21 
will take the form of 4% per cent. three-four year con- 
vertible gold notes of the U.S., exempt from state and 
local taxes, except estate and inheritance taxes, and 
from normal federal income taxes. ‘They will be con- 
vertible, at option of holder, into 3% per cent. three 
four year notes exempt from all taxes, except estate and 


inheritance. In like manner the 3% per cent. notes will 
be convertible into the 4% per cent. notes. The issue 
will be limited to $4,500,000,000, except as it may be 
necessary to increase or decrease to facilitate allotment. 
The notes of both series will be dated and bear interest 
from May 20, 1919, and will mature on May 20, 1923. 
Interest will be payable semi-annually, June 15 and 
Dec. 15. All or any of the notes may be redeemed be- 
fore maturity at the option of the United States on 
June 15 or Dec. 15, 1922, at par and accrued interest. 


Army Begins Campaign. 

The Army and Navy are to take an even more active 
part in the campaign for the Victory Loan than in any 
of the four preceding loans. The beginning of the Army's 
participation was marked on April 16 by the departure 
from Fort. Myér, Va., of a squadron of the 11th Cavalry. 
This command is.to march te New York city and is to 
take part in a great military pageant scheduled. to. take 
place there on May 3. Major Bernard Lentz, U.S.A., 
has been detailed to duty in New ‘York city in connec- 
tion with this loan and is making preparations for the 
Army’s part in the display, which is to include displays 
of.all the arms and implements of war used by the Allied 
armies during the recent. hostilities, and all the arms of 
our Service are to be represented. ‘Trophies captured 
from. the German and Austrian armies are -also to be 
shown in the military part of the procession. 

The band attached to General Pershing’s headquar- 
ters in France has been sent to the’ United States to 
participate in the loan campaign and is expected to ar- 
rive at New York on board the U.S.S. Von Steuben. on 
April 19, Department commanders and commanding 
officers of camps, posts and stations have been ordered 
by the War Department to supply Victory Loan commit- 
tees with whatever bands they may require, to the ex- 
tent available, for the purposes of the loan campaign, 
“provided that no-expense is incurred thereby to the 
Government and that the laws concerning military bands 
are not violated.”. The Army Air Service is to send out 
Victory Loan “flying circuses” comprising twelve to 
fifteen piots each throughout the country. All of these 
military exhibitions are to be used also as recruiting 
campaigns, an officer on that duty being attached to 
each unit. 





The Navy in the Victory Loan. 

A number of U.S. warships will be on special duty in 
eonnection with helping to push the Victory Loan ecam- 
paign. The battleship Oregon, famous in the war with 
Spain, will start from Bremerton, Wash., and put in at 
important ports to stimulate the loan drive. 

the Atlantic coast the battleship Kentucky will 
start at Portland, Me., and make the New England 
ports. ‘The remainder of the Atlantic coast and the 
Gulf coast will be covered by a flying squadron of six 
destroyers. Two of them, the Ammen and the Beale, will 
be stationed at Galveston, Texas; the Burrows and the | 
Jenkins at Charleston, S8.C., and the Paulding and the 
Terry at Norfolk, Va.. From these ports the fiying 
squadron will be sent to various cities. 

In addition to the above the mation’s subscription to 
the Victory Loan will be recorded daily by the progress 
of three American warships traveling from San Fran- 
cisco to New York, via the Panama Canal. The first 
ship will Jeavé San Francisco on April 21 and proceed to 
a point off San Diego, where it will be met by a de- 
stroyer which will then make the trip southward to the 
Panama Canal. The third ship, which will be a destroyer 
of the newest and fastest type, will make the last leg 
of the journey from the Panama Canal to New York, 
which is to be called the “Harbor of Victory.” Every 

ht Rear Admiral T. J. Cowie, U.S.N., Navy Victory 
Liberty Loan officer, will obtain from the Treasury De- 
partment the day’s subscription to the loan and by radio 
will instruct the commander of the Victory Ship to pro 
ceed a distance in proportion to the amount of the sub 
scription. Therefore, on the day that the nation’s quota 
is subscribed the Victory Ship will put into New York— 
the “Harbor of Victory.”

Admiral Sims Speaks for Victory Loan. 

Rear Admiral W. S. Sims, U.S.N., and Secretary of 
the Treasury Glass opened the loan in New York city on 
the night of April 15 at a meeting of the loan committee 
held in the Metropolitan Opera House. Admiral Sims 
made a witty and informative speech about what the 
Navy had done during the war and gave his audience a 
very clear idea of what the war situation was when at 
its worst for us in 1917; how the convoy system worked, 
and how the depth charges were used to put down the 
German submarines. Admiral Sims complimented 
Comdrs. John V. Babcock and Byron A. Long, U.S.N., 
for their work in connection with planning and operating 
the convoy system abroad, stating they were “two very 
brilliant young commanders.’ The audience applauded 
him when he said: “I would make my special appeal 
for these lads, for the thousands of General Pershing’s 
gallant lads who are sleeping in France and for those 
f my officers and men and the officers and men of the 
nerchant marine who are at the bottom of the sea.

THE NATIONAL AND N.R.A. MATCHES. 


Official announcement was made by the National 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice on April 11 
that the National Matches for the year 1919 will be 
shot on the Navy rifle range at Caldwell, N.J., Aug. 
25 to 30, inclusive. Preceding the National Match the 
period from Aug. 4 to 24, inclusive, will be devoted to 
instruction, practice and the National Rifie Association 
matches. 

The conditions announced are the following: Bach 
state and territory may be represented by a National 
Guard team (Federalized). Each state and territory 
may be represented by one or more civilian, college or 
school teams. Each team attending the National Matches 
will consist of seventeen members (12 principals, 2 
alternates, 1 team captain, 1 team coach, 1 team quar- 
termaster—all shooters). Eight of the seventeen~mem- 
bers of each team must be riflemen who have not been 
members of a National Match team heretofore. 

Contingent upon the passage of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, making provision therefor, the United States 
will provide transportation, subsistence and pay for the 
members of the Federalized National Guard team and 
transportation and subsistence for members of one au- 
thorized civilian team from each state, territory or the 
District of Columbia. The Governor of each state or 
territory will select the team or teams representing their 
respective states or territories. The Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia will select the team or teams to 
represent the District of Columbia. 

Lieut. Col. William C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., executive 
officer National Matches, 1919, will maintain an office in 
the office of the National Rifle Association in Washing- 
ton until July 1, when the National Match staff will 
assemble at Caldwell, N.J. It is earnestly desired that 
the matter of selection of National Match teams be given 
immediate consideration. 

Lieut. Col. William ©. Harllee, U.S.M.C., executive 
officer for the National Matches to be held in August on 
the Navy rifle range at Caldwell, N.J., announced this 
week that a special feature of the matches will be the 
“inventions and new idea department.” Any person 
with a new device will be given space at the range where 
he can explain its merits to all interested. This de- 
partment also will include exhibits of ordnance. materiél. 
A separate pistol range will be operated so that devo- 
tees of the pistol may be accommodated at all times. 
There will be a program of small bore matches and 
events in charge of Capt. N. E. Crossman, of Camp 
Benning, Columbus, Ga. Nightly entertainments are 
planned. An effort will be made to have an exhibit on 
the ground of military aircraft and American tanks. 
Major 8S. M. Montesinos, I.G. Dept., Camp Las Casas, 
Porto Rico, has been requested to organize a Porto 
Rican team for the national competitions.

NAVY OVERSEAS FLIGHT. 
Transatlantic Flight Patrol at Azores. 


Seven U.S. Navy vessels, the Dreadnaught, Leonidas, 
Lapwing, Lea, Ontario, Sonoma and Undaunted, and 
forty-eight submarine chasers, which are to be engaged 
in patrolling the sea when the Navy airmen make their 
attempt, probably early in May, to fly across the At- 
lantic, arrived at the Azores on April 11. This is only 
a portion of the patrol fleet which will cover the trans- 
atlantic course, the larger vessels keeping about 100 
miles apart and the intermediate distances being covered 
by the submarine chasers. Details of the patrol have 
been worked out by Rear Admiral Plunkett, chief of the 
Destroyer Force, and his chief of staff, Capt. Harris 
Laning, aboard the flagship Rochester, at New York. 

The Navy gorge is not making public the details 
of the actual flight program. It was said by a Navy 
officer that if the department announced any of its 
plans in advance, intrepid flyers from this side and from 
England would undoubtedly take advantage of the patrol 
fieet’s proximity as an assurance of safety and make 
foolhardy attempts to win some of the prize money 
offered for a transatlantic air voyage by fiying over the 
line patrolled by U.S. Navy craft. ; 


Overseas Airplane Flight Bases. 


Lieut. Comdr. P. N. L. Bellinger, U.S.N., who was 
assigned on the cruise of the U.S.S: Barney to New- 
foundland to observe possible starting places for the 
Navy seaplanes on their overseas flight, submitted his 
report on April 14 to Comdr. John H. Towers, U.S.N. 
in charge of the transatlantic flight section of the Naval 
Air Service. Commander Bellinger yisited a number of 
points in Nova Scotia and Newfoundland, but names of 
these places and other information in his ret were 
withheld.

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REMOVING MINES IN NORTH SEA. 


Some idea of the work involved in removing the mines 
laid by the United States and British navies in the 
North Sea may be had from the fact that besides the 
57,000 mines laid by the American mine fleet under 
Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., who will super- 
intend the removal of the American mines, thirteen 
thousand British mines had been planted. It was mutu- 
ally agreed between the two governments that each 
would clear the seas of its own mines. Roughly speak- 
ing, the mines cover an area of 7,000 square miles, every 
bit of which must be swept, and the larger part of which, 
of course, must be allotted to the force under Admiral 
Strauss. The field stretches from the coast of Norway 
abreast Bergen over toward the Orkney Islands for a 
distance of 230 miles. It is a little over thirty miles 
broad and the mines are anchored in water where the 
depths vary between 250 and 900 feet. 

Eighteen mine sweepers and from 1,700 to 1,800 men 
will be employed under Rear Admiral Strauss in sweep- 
ing up the 57,000 American mines. In addition to the 
sweepers, twenty of the gasoline driven submarine 
chasers now in European waters have been assigned as 
tenders. The repair ship Black Hawk, Capt. Roscoe C. 
Bulmer, chief of staff, will be flagship of Admiral 
Strauss. Lieuts. Noel Davis and W. K. Harrill will 
serve as his aids. Comdrs. Bruce L. Canaga, Walter F. 
Jacobs and William L. Beck will command groups of 
sweepers. The sweepers are the Heron, Auk, Osprey, 
Sanderling, Oriole, Curlew, Robin, Turkey, Bobolink, 
Rail, Swallow, Pelican, Swan, Eider, Kingfisher, Teal, 
Tanager and Lapwing. 

The sweepers are powerful seagoing tugs built for this 
special duty. They are single screw, oil-burning craft 
of about 1,000 tons displacement and each bas a com- 
plement of five officers and seventy-five men. Some of 
them have alréady demonstrated their fitness by sweep- 
ing up mines planted on the American coast by German 
submarines. Their steaming radius is such that they 
can remain at sea many days engaged in this rough and 
dangerous work. The removal of the mines, it is ex- 
pected, will be completed by October next. 
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ATLANTIC FLEET AT NEW YORK. 


The 101 vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, under command 
of Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., which arrived at 
New York city on April 14 and anchored in the Hudson 
River thirty hours ahead of schedule, after three months’ 
drill and exercises in Cuban waters, made a most majes- 
tic appearance as they moved up to their anchorage. 
Among them were the latest and most powerful battle- 
ships and destroyers, and also included in the great fleet 
were submarines, supply ships and other elements. All 
the vessels had been freshly painted and the sides of 
their hulls fairly glistened in the bright sunlight, as -they 
passed up the bay and river and dropped anchor with 
their usual skill. The Mayor’s Committee of Welcome 
met the incoming vessels at Quarantine aboard the Pa- 
trol, and Mayor Hylan extended a hearty welcome to the 
fleet on behalf of the city. While the vessels were pass- 
ing up to their anchorage a number of airplanes circled 
about them. 

Many of the warships now at anchor have been en- 
gaged in trying duties in the North Sea with the British 
navy, while other vessels have been performing important 
war work in other waters. All the officers and men will 
now enjoy a well earned rest. Large numbers will be 
granted shore leaves daily and numerous plans for their 
entertainment have been perfected. Included in the 
provisions made for the entertainment of the men by the 
Navy Department Commission on Training Camp Ac- 
tivities are 5,000 beds daily, 1, daily automobile 
rides, 500 dinners, entire seating capacity of six the- 
aters during the visit, Y.W.C.A. to accommodate nightly 
200 or more women -relatives of the men, an athletic 
meet at Travers Island, April 25-26, and a baseball game 
between ship’s team and the Yankees April 22. There 
will be additions to the recreational list from time to 
time, announcements of which will be forthcoming from 
the New York headquarters of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, which has been opened at 9 East Fortieth street. 
No great formal ceremonies will be held in connection 
with the visit, as it is only for recreation and pleasure, 
to offset a little of the great strain of,sea work inci- 
dent to the war. 

Soon after the Pennsylvania, Capt. L. M. Nulton, the 
flagship of Admiral Mayo, had dropped anchor off 102d 
street, Rear Admiral James H. Glennon, in command 
of the 3d Naval District, went aboard the flagship to pay 
his respects to Admiral Mayo. In reviewing the activities 
of the fleet at Guantanamo, Admiral Mayo declared to 
representatives of newspapers that the maneuvers had 
been of tremendous value and had indicated splendid effi- 

-ciency throughout the personnel. ““We had very favorable 
weather during the greater part of our stay in Southern 
waters,” said Admiral Mayo, “and had opportunity to 
complete a period of training which was more compre- 
hensive than any in my experience. 

“A new system of handling the fleet by divisions in- 
stead of as single ships was thoroughly developed and 
the great battle maneuvers were tremendously gratifying. 
The success in the matter of marksmanship was particu- 
Jarly noteworthy, I think, the fleet establishing a record 
in g at targets at 21,600 yards and the ships get- 
ing on the almost invariably on the first salvo.

Secretary of the Navy Daniels sent the following mes- 
sage to the Atlantic Fleet from Paris on April 15, As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt being his medium of com- 
munication: “Present my greetings and congratulations 
to entire personnel of the fleet on occasion of its 
reception in New York. I regret that absence from home 
denies me the privilege of visiting the fleet and express- 
ing the pride of our own country in its splendid service 
and the appreciation on this side of the Atlantic of the 
efficiency and achievements of our Navy. ‘Too much 
honor cannot be done to those who served so conspicu- 
ously abroad and to those who held the larger fleet in 
readiness for any call.” 
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REORGANIZATION OF NEW YORK GUARD. 


Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, commanding the New 
York Guard, and his staff, have worked out important 
details concerning the reorganization of the State force, 
which the General, who is now established in his old 
headquarters in the Municipal Building, hopes to see 
completed by about October- next. The scheme of re- 
organization is on broad and practical lines and makes 
for efficiency and a dependable force. ‘The scheme wiil 
probably be followed by numerous other States. | 

General O’Ryan when seen yesterday explained the 
reorganization scheme in brief as follows: : 

“All the old N.G.N.Y. units are to be re-established 
to preserve the continuity of their existence with the 
glorious records of former wars augmented by honors 
gained on the battlefields of Belgium and France. 

“Certain officers from each of the former National 
Guard organizations will be commissioned in the State 
forces in the grades last held by them in the Federal 
Service—irrespective of their former rank in the Na- 
tional Guard at the time it was drafted for U.S. service. 
Such officers will take all steps necessary an assem- 
plage of the former officers and soldiers of their re- 
spective organizations, for the purpose of securing the 
continuance of their military service to the State. 

“The period of enlistment in the reorganized New 
York Guard will be for three years, but credit will be 
allowed for time served in the Army or Navy of the 
United States during the present war. Not will all 
officers of those now in the New York Guard be retained, 
provided they are otherwise q for 
vice, but all officers who have been 
Federal service — } A 
tional Army, N: oe 
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apply for recommission in the grades they held when 
discharged. 


“Upon the completion of the reorganization of the 
State forces in the manner indicated, any officers who 
may be surplus im an organization will be carried as 
attached thereto as additional officers or placed on the 
Reserve list, as they may prefer, or as the interests of 
the Service may require. 

“As the completion of all details for reorganization 
will require some time, no field service is contemplated 
for the coming summer. ~The energies of all concerned 
will be devotcd to the development of an, highly-trained 
and disciplined force available at need of the State and 
Nation. 

“The citizen soldier has justified his existence in the 
present war, and the long years of preparation persisted 
in against all sorts of discouragement and opposition 
have demonstrated his dependability and developed con- 
fidence in him as a national asset. The full details of 
the reorganization will shortly be published in orders.”

Acting Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. Roosevelt 
made a flight in the NC-2 of the Navy’s flying boat fleet 
on April 13 while on a visit to New York city. He 
visited the Navy’s air station at Rockaway Point, N.Y., 
and went up for a ten-minute flight in the latest of the 
airplanes to be mentioned in the poe as the Navy's 
aircraft most likely to attempt the first flight across the 
Atlantic. 

Six fatalities occurred at flying fields in the United 
States in the week ending April 3. There were two each 
at Kelly and Souther Fields and one each at Bolling 
and March Fields. 

The flying field to be established at Camp Bragg, 
N.C., is to be named Pope Field in honor of Lieut. Har- 
ley Halbert Pope, Reserve military aviator, who was 
killed in an airplane accident on Jan. 7, 1919. 

In behalf of the Army and Navy Air Service Associa- 
tion a circular was issued on April 11 from the office of 
the Director of Air Service to commanding officers of all 
Air Service fields, stations, depots and chiefs of all 
groups, divisions, sections and branches, inviting appli- 
cations for membership in the association. The circular 
stated: “It would be appreciated if necessary action 
could be taken by you to bring to the attention of the 
men some of the advantages offered by membership in 
the Army and Navy Air Service Association.” The or- 
ganization new has nearly 2,000 members. Headquar- 
ters have recently been established in the Munsey Build- 
ing, Washington, D.C., which also house the editorial 
staff of the magazine, “U.S. Air Service.” 

The National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics on 
April 10 authorized the construction of an engine dyna- 
mometer laboratory, which will be erected on the com- 
mittee’s plot at Langley Field, Va. It will cost ap- 
proximately $15,000. The purpose of the laboratory is 
to test internal combustion engines, conduct researches 
and advance the development of aircraft engines. The 
study of related problems, includimg the correlation of 
engine performance in free flight with the results ob- 
tained on the test stand, will also be made at this insti- 
tution. , 

General Pershing Reviews Balloon Companies. 

Major P. E. Van Nostrand, U.S.A., executive officer to 
the Chief of Air Service, Balloon Section, Paris, has 
comnmunicated to the Director of Air Service, U.S.A., an 
extract from a letter written by the commanding officer 
of the Gth, Tth and 8th Balloon Companies on the sub- 
ject of a review into a provisional battalion of five de- 
techments, with Capt. Samuel T. Moore commanding. 
The extract follows: “General Pershing repeatedly com- 
pliments the detachment commanders on the splendid 
appearance and dress of the men. He also highly 
praised the work of the balloons on the front, inquiring 
as to the length of service at the front, number of cas- 
ualties sustained in the various organizations, and dis- 
playing a general keen interest in the work accom plished. 
“We are all very proud of the work accomplished by the 
balloons, it was splendid,’ he teld each company ecom- 
mander. After passing in review, which was in line 
of companies, the officers and non-commissioned officers 
assembled about the commander-in-chief, who congratu- 
lated them and personally thanked them for their innitia- 
tive, interest and tireless energy. The Gth Company was 
commanded by Ist Lieut. George E. Nixon: 7th Com- 
pany by 2d Lieut. George E. Quisenberry ; Sth Company 
by 1st Lieut. Hollace H. Jennings; 2d Platoon, 6th Com- 
pany, by 2d Lieut. Meyer Morton; 2d Platoon, Sth Com- 
pany, by 2d Lieut. Harle W. Pyle. On March 1, 1919, 
the three companies attended an illustrated lecture by 
Colonel Howe, of the General Staff, on America’s part 
in the war. The pictures included the bringing down of 
a German airplane by the machine gunners of the 6th 
Company, and Colonel Howe announced that he was 
very happy to find the company which accomplished 
such a good piece of work and contributed such an inter- 
esting feature to the moving picture part of this lectare.” 

Fokker Opens Plant to U.S. Army. 

The American Air Service has had placed at its dis- 
posal the latest information available concerning the 
famous German Fokker airplane. Two U.S. Army offi- 
cers, Col. Earl MacFarland, Ord. Dept., and Major Rob- 
ert Marsh, jr., Air Service (Aeronautics), have sailed 
for Holland to make investigation of new Fokker air- 
craft. Army orders of April 9 directed them to proceed 
to The Hague to make the investigations, reporting on 
arrival to the American military attaché for temporary 
duty. Colonel MacFarland and Major Marsh are de- 
tailed as military observers in Holland during the period 
they are on temporary duty. Considerable surprise was 
caused in Washington by the announcement of the War 
Department that these officers are to go direct to Fokker 
to gain from him information concerning new airplane 
construction, because of the fact that Fokker built the 
most successful airplanes used by the Central Powers 
during the war, and it had been generally assumed that 
he was a German citizen. War Department records, 
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however, show that he is a Dutch citizen and had been 
making his airplanes in-Germany as a co ial propo- 
sition. Following the conclusion of hostilities, Fokker 
returned to Holland and he has undertaken the manu- 
facture of planes for commercial purposes. ‘The War 
Department was recently advised that Fokker invited 
American Air Service representatives to investigate his 
plant and its output. This investigation will be carried 
on for the Air Service by Major Marsh, who is in the 
Technical Section of the Division of Military Aero- 
nautics. The Chief of the Air Service in France has 
also been instructed to obtain one of each type of Ger- 
man engines used during the war. These moves have 
been made with a view to keeping the American Service 
abreast of the times and of reaping the benefit of the 
latest deveicpments of heavier-than-air machines. 








VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Rear Admiral A. H. Scales, Superintendent of the 
U.S. Naval Academy, has designated Assistant Secre- 
tary Sidney A. Gunn, of the Department of English at 
the Academy, to act as curator of war relics, which posi- 
tion has been created by Admiral Scales in order to ob- 
tain and preserve accurate information concerning the 
many war relics stored at the Academy. 

Capt. John K. Robison, U.S.N., now in London, Eng- 
land, was on April 11 ordered to command the large 
German steamer Imperator, one of the twelve German 
ships allocated to the United States for the return of 
American troops. The steamer under the terms must 
be delivered in England about May 1. The Imperator is 
in Hamburg and it has been necessary to dredge- the 
Elbe River channel in order to permit her passage to 
sea. She is of about the same size as the Leviathan. 

Capt. Adolphus E. Watson, U.S.N., has been as- 
signed to duty as captain of the navy yard at Boston 
and as aid to the commandant. 

Col. A. S. McLemore, U.S.M.C., in charge of Marine 
Corps recruiting, will be detached from headquarters 


early in June’ to take charge of the Pacific Inspection. 


District, July 1, with offices in San Francisco. Col. 
Henry C. Haines, now in charge of the San Francisco 
office, will be ordered to headquarters. 

The U.S. cruisers Tacoma and Denver, from Rio 
Janeiro, arrived at Port of Spain, Trinidad, April 15. 
These vessels make up a part of the squadron, under 
Rear Admiral Clarence S. Williams, U.S.N., who with 
the cruisers Chicago and Cleveland have also arrived at 
Port of Spain from Bahia, Brazil. All four vessels are 
due to leave about April 20 for Guantanamo. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels before he sailed for 
Europe issued a memorandum to Navy Department bu- 
reaus, dated March 10, in which he stated: “I do not 
wish any promotions made in the enlisted force in Wash- 
ington city doing clerical, messenger or laborer work 
without being submitted to the Secretary with reasons 
for the same.” Members of this enlisted force protest 
that this is a decided hardship in view of the cost of 
living in Washington, believed to be higher than in 
any other city. 

Captain Leigh Assistant Chief of Navigation. 

Capt. Richard H. Leigh, U.S.N., assumed his duties 
as Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department, on April 15. He was heartily welcomed by 
the officers of the department and the bureau. Captain 
Leigh was Assistant Chief of the Bur.au of Steam Engi- 
neering when war was declared, and rendered highly effli- 
cient service. He is credited with originating the scheme 
of building up the present efficient engineering corps 
from graduates of technical engineering schools. Since 
January, 1918, he hall been attached to Navy headquar- 
ters in London, England, under Admiral Sims. 

Secretary Daniels’s Trip Abroad. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels arrived at Coblenz on 
April 17. After having luncheon with Major Gen. Joseph 
T. Dickman, U.S.A., Mr. Daniels began a four days’ 
sight-seeing tour around Coblenz bridgehead. He in- 
formed the Navy Department by cable from Paris on 
April 15 that he and his party would visit General Per- 
shing’s headquarters on April 21 and would then review 
the 2d Division, commanded by Brig. Gen. John A. 
Lejeune, U.S.M.C., after which he would pay a visit to 
Zeebrugge en route to England. It is expected he will 
sail for America about May 12. 

Chamberlain G.C.M. in Paris. 

The defense in the G.C.M. of Capt. Edwin G. Cham- 
berlain, U.S.M.C., accused of having forged or caused to 
be forged documents to prove he had made flights on the 
British front for which he received decorations, and which 
is now convened in Paris after hearings in London, was 
opened on April 17. Captain Chamberlain’s civilian law- 
yer said ke would offer evidence that the accused officer 
did actually make the flights, and that he had no knowl- 
edge of the alleged forged documents until they were 
shown to him. Lieut. Comdr. F. H. Allen, U.S.N., Naval 
Flying Corps, testified that he had made an investiga- 
tion of the reports of Captain Chamberlain's alleged 
flights. The original being in Washington, a copy was 
introducel notwithstanding the objections of the prosecu- 
tion in which a British army aviator said to Captain 
Chamberlain after his reported flight, “You are the fel- 
low who stole a ‘Camel’ from me and flew over the lines.” 

Launch of New Vessels. 

The U.S. degtroyer Morris, named for Comdr. Charles 
Morris, who won distinction in the war against the Bar- 
bary Pirates in 1804, was launched at Squantum, Mass., 
April 12. Mrs. George Emlin Roosevelt, of New York, 
a great-granddaughter of Commander Morris, christened 
the vessel. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt announced April 15 that 
Eagle boat M-13 has been placed in commission. There 
are forty-seven boats of this type yet to be completed by 
the Ford Company for the Navy Department, and work 
on many of them is now well advanced. The Eagle 
boats will be sent overseas to relieve some of the de- 
stroyers, being more economical to operate than the 
larger craft. Some of the Eagle boats, as soon as com- 
missioned, may be ordered to service in Russian waters 
and in the Adriatic. 

In the construction of the Eagle class of boats for the 
U.S. Navy the Ford plant at Detroit, Mich., on April 12, 
claimed a world’s record, in the completion to the launch- 
ing point of U.S. Eagle boat No. 59 in exactly ten days 
to the minute from the time the keel was laid. The 
craft was to be launched April 12. Three shifts of 400 
men, each working eight-hour periods, were employed in 
building the vessel. 

Explosion on Sub-Chaser 297. 

An explosion occurred on board the Submarine Chaser 

297, at San Diego, Calif., April 14. The injured in- 
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clude Ensign Allen T. Belknap, in command of the 297, 
and John Barron, machinist’s mate, first class. They 
and eight others were all badly burned. During the fill- 
ing of a 1,000 gallon gasoline tank vapor collected in the 
vessel’s hold. It was officially reported that the explo- 
sion probably was caused by a spark leaping from the 
“rat tails,” or leads, of the wireless antennz on the boat, 
The chaser is one of sixteen that arrived April 12 after 
service in the Azores and the North and South Atlantic, 
Navy Thanks Spanish Admiralty. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt has author- 
ized the dispatch of a cable message conveying the ap- 
preciation of the Navy Department for the rescue of 
men from the U.S.S. Lansdale. The message was sent 
to the naval attaché at Madrid, as follows: “Convey to 
the Spanish Admiralty department's expression of grati- 
fication and admiration for the prompt aid rendered and 
timely rescue effected by the officers and crew of the 
Princesa de Asturias at Tangier, Morocco, Dec. 6, 1918, 
whereby the lives of nine men of the U.S.S. Lansdale 
were saved.” 

German Merchant Ship Arrives. 

The German steamer Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, of 
the Hamburg-American line, the first of the merchant 
ships turned oyer by Germany to the Allies, docked at 
Hoboken, N.J., April 17. She left Brest April 8 and 
was in command of Capt. Franck Taylor Evans, U.S.N.., 
son of the late Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans. He has 
seven German naval officers to assist him. These re- 
mained on board when the steamship was turned over to 
the Allies at Spithead, England, last month. Capt. 
Walter Boste, who was the vessel’s commander before 
the war, is chief officer of the German party. 

Clothing of Naval Reservists (F.). 


The Secretary of the Navy issued an order to bureau 
chiefs on March 4 as follows: “The bureaus will issue 
instructions that after this date Naval Reservists (F.) 
will not be. issued additional clothing except where cloth- 
ing has been ordered for a particular, individual, and 
that they will not be reimbursed for apparel of any char- 
acter purchased from private dealers subsequent to this 
date.” The !aw provides that every Reservist called 
into active service shall be issued clothing equal in 
value to $100.

Henry, L. Dyer, M.C., U.S.N.R.F., navy 
yard, Portsmouth, N.H., for persevering efforts in ren- 
dering medical aid to an electric welder and his helper 
overcome by gas fumes on board the U.S. Submarine 
S-4 on Jan. 10, 1919, and for their action in exposing 
themselves to the fumes regardless of risk to themselves. 

Navy Pharmacist’s Mates Commended. 

Two pharmacist’s mates of the U.S. Navy, who served 
with the 5th Regiment, U.S. Marines, have been honored 
by the French government with the award of French 
war crosses for bravery in action. The men to whom the 
Navy has forwarded the crosses at the request of the 
French government are Marion Lee Turner and Frank 
Orrin Tibbetts. 

The Navy Department has received from the French 
goveryment and forwarded to John Quincy Williams, 
pharmacist’s mate, third class, U.S.N., one Croix de 
Guerre with gilt star, citation certificate and transla- 
tion of same. Williams served with the 6th Regiment, 
U.S. Marine Corps, A.E.F., as a member of the Hospital 
Corps and was cited for exceptional bravery and heroism 
in action.

Our STATION SHIP IN TURKEY. 

Recommendation seeking an increase in the ration al- 
lowance for enlisted men on the station ship Scorpion 
at Constantinople, Turkey, has been received at the 
Navy Department. Representation of the high cost of 
supplies at the Tufkish port is advanced by the com- 
manding officer as the reason for increasing the ration 
allowance to $1.50 a day, nearly five times the allow- 
ance to the Navy in home waters. The crew of the Scor- 
pion is composed practically of the same men who were 
interned by the Turkish government at the outbreak of 
the war and released only at the armistice.

CoMMANDER GILL ON ‘Surprrve PROBLEM. 

Comdr. Charles C. Gill, U.S.N., flag secretary to Vice 
“Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., made a very timely and 
interesting address at a luncheon given by the Chamber 
of Commerce of Hoboken, N.J., on April 17. He de 
clared that the whole shipping industry of the United 
States from the building of the bottoms to the financing 
of their cargoes, must fail if the ships are not operated 
in a manner to compete successfully with foreign bot- 
toms. The Navy, he continued, stands ready to fill the 
breach until conditions can be stabilized. To continue 
operating ships under the Shipping Board would prob- 
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ably mean a Joss instead of a saving. Ships under Navy 
control during the war, he said, have worked on a more 
efficient basis than any others afloat. It was not within 
the scope of his plan that the Navy should have any- 
thing to do with the shore or commercial end of the 
shipping problem. He would confine the Navy strictly 
to the operating problem.

From the tone of the items it is gathered that the Am- 
bulanee Service has enjoyed its work throughout the 
period ‘of active service, but its one anxiety since the 
armistice has been to get home. The U.S.A.A.S. As- 
sociation has been formed, we read, and the first re- 
union scheduled for June 9, 1920, at Allentown, Pa., 
where at Camp Crane the various units trained for over- 
sea service. 
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Horse SHow oF 2p Division. 

A copy of the program of the horse show of the 2d 
Division of the U.S. Army, held at Neuwied, on the 
Rhine, Germany, from Feb. 28 to March 1, 1919, inclu- 
sive, which we have received, shows the event to have 
been a very elaborate one.

TuE 33p Division, U.S.A. 

A correspondent writing to us from Wecker, Luxem- 
bourg, under date of March 13, in speaking of the 33d 
Division, which was made up largely from the old IIli- 
nois National Guard, says: “The 33d Division fought 
on three sectors—British, French and American—and it 
has never been forced to retreat and gained every objec- 
tive. It has captured more men, guns and equipment than 
any other National Guard or National Army Division. 
We were one of seven divisions to be used in the Metz 
attack. Two battalions of the 131st Infantry of the 33d 
Division started the British effensive that drove the 
Germans on their final retreat. The 42d Division owes 
its record to the good work of the 149th Artillery, a 
Chicago organization that rightfully belongs to the 33d 
or Prairie Division. We are not fond of bragging, but 
we do not think that any Eastern division has made a 
better record than the 33d, known as the Prairie Divi- 
sion, although you may have not heard as much about 
us as of some other divisions.”

DISCIPLINE, GERMAN AND BRITISH. 

In an article comparing the discipline in the British 
and German armies as evidenced in the present war, the 
United Service Gazette of London of March says: “Now 
there are one or two points that we have consistently 
urged in our columns—notably the necessity of a disci- 
pline that is an inherent part of the soul of an army, 
and the value of the regimental officer. It is certain 
that in his great zig-zag march Von Kluck nearly killed 
his troops: with fatigue that they sought to allay by hard 
drinking. It is significant that in spite of the boasted 
German discipline their officers dared not put a stop to 
this excess. But, as General Maurice observes, ‘the 
fatigues and privations of our 2d Army Corps during 
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the first marches after Le Cateau were certainly greater 
than any that Von Kluck’s men had this time to under- 
go, and our men had not the delirium of victory to sus- 
tain them. I never saw or heard of a single case of 
drunkenness among them.’ When we remember that the 
officers of one German cavalry regiment in the wine dis- 
tricts were captured in a body, one and all dead drunk, 
we need not seek to replace the wonderful good fellow- 
ship between British officers and men, the mutual devo- 
tion which existed between them in the old army, by any 
discipline after the German model. If there be one man 
who emerges in real greatness from the story it is the 
British regimental officer.” 





British WARSHIP CONTRACTS CANCELED. 
The three British battleships, the contracts for which 
have been canceled, are the Howe, Rodney and Anson. 


This announcement was made by Walter Long, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, in the House of Commons while 


presenting the naval estimates for the year. These were 
the only names given in a long list of contracts for ships 
canceled since the armistice was signed including light 
cruisers, mine layers, destroyers, submarines and auxil- 
iaries of all kinds. 2
